Viet rebels slice 
country in two

North Vietnamese and Viet Cong forces seized 
two more provinces Monday to cut South Vietnam in 
two and Western diplomats reported government 
troops began abandoning the former imperial capital 
of Hue to the communists. 

South Vietnamese com- 
manders decided to abandon 
, Hue late Monday night, and 
troops immediately began 
beading for the seaport of 
Tan My. six miles to the east. 

The loss ol Hue. 400 miles 
north of Saigon, is the biggesi 
setback to anti-communist 
forces in Indochina since the 
rebels took control of Hanoi in 
1954. 

About 20,000 South Vietnam¬ 
ese troops the equivalent of 
two divisions of the besl 
forces in the South Vietnam¬ 
ese military were in Hue 
when generals ordered it 
abandoned, the diplomats 
said. 

The withdrawal from Hue 
came after communist forces 
captured Quang Ngai and 
Tam Ky provinces, bringing 
to 11 the number 'of Sguth 
Vietnam’s 41 provinces under 
complete control of the com¬ 
munists. about 50 per cent of 
I he land area. 

In neighboring Cambodia, 
government forces lost more 
ground around Phnom Penh 
and high government officials 
were reported trying to get 
President Lon Nol to resign. 

In Thailand. Prime Minister 
Kukril Pramo.j said his 
country had decided to halt 
the U.S. arms airlift to Cam¬ 
bodia from Thailand but will 
allow food shipments to con¬ 
tinue. ' 

“We don’t support the arms 
shipment, but the airlimor 
food and other necessities 
must go on, for humanitarian 
(reasons i. This, we support." 
Kukrit told newsmen. (

OTTAWA (CP) - Legisla¬ 
tion ordering stinking West 
Coast longshoremen back to 
work today was passed by 
Parliament at 11:48 p.m. Ot¬ 
tawa time Monday night, 
opening the way for resump¬ 
tion of vital grain exports. 

In Vancouver, leaders of -the 
Longshoremen’s Union said 
they will meet today to dis¬ 
cuss the legislation before 
making recommendations to 
the membership on whether 
to obey it or continue striking. 

All stages of the bill, except 
for the technicality of in¬ 
troduction in the Commons, 
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look less than five hours after 
Government House Leader 
Mitchell Sharp appealed for 
the co-operation of all parties. 
If Senate approval and routine 
royal assent had not come be¬ 
fore midnight, the back-to- 
work order would not have 
taken effect today. 

Although grain is not the 
only commodity held up by 
the five-week strike, getting 
the multi-million-bushel back¬ 
log moving was a priority if 
Canada was not to lose more 
sales.

States because of the strike. 
This represents about 2.5 mil¬ 
lion bushels. 

Dave Lomas, union regional 
vice-president, said in • Van¬ 
couver the general mood of 
the membership is that 
“we're against any kind of 
compulsory arbitration, legis¬ 
lation or whatever.” 

He said there is always a 
possibility that longshoremen 
will disobey the legislation, 
“but we'll look at that in the 
morning and make a decision 
then.”

Letter carriers union 
fires its striking staff 


OTTAWA (CP) The Letter Carriers 
Union of Canada fired its office staff Monday 
after they refused to return to work following 
a disagreement with management about the 
promotion of a casual employee to a perma¬ 
nent position. 

Andree Belanger, shop steward of Local 
225. Office and Professional Employees Inter¬ 
national Union, representing the eight 
women, said letters of dismissal were issued 
them while they picketed the downtown Otta¬ 
wa office. 

The women walked off the .job March 14 
after Alec Edey, L£UC secretary-treasurer, 
did not meet with them concerning the unad¬ 


vertised position won by the casual em¬ 
ployee. 

The office staff had asked that a letter, 
which authorized the former casual em¬ 
ployee's job permanency, be rescinded and 
that no disciplinary action such as suspen¬ 
sions or wage cuts be enforced if they re¬ 
turned. 

Mrs. Belanger said their requests were ig¬ 
nored. including a counter-proposal asking 
that the casual employee be laid off. A union 
spokesman said the employee was laid off. 

Mrs. Belanger said they will consult a 
lawyer to file a grievance with the letter car¬ 
riers union executive. 


Mayors smell 
B.C. gas cash 


The executive of the Union 
of B.C. Municipalities left 
Premier Barrett’s office Mon¬ 
day convinced that by mid- 
April they would receive good 
news on the financial front. 

Barrett said he made "no 
promises.’’ 

In The 1975-76 budget. Bar¬ 
ret pledged one-third of in¬ 
creased natural gas export 
prices to municipalities. He 
estimated that if Ottawa 
agreed to $1.50 per thousand 
cubic feet as the price for ex- • 
jiort gas. B.C. municipalities 
would receive an extra $20 
million a year in revenues. 

The present price is $1 per 
thousand cubic feet and it has 
been suggested that the price 
may rise in April to $1.35 per 
thousand, -w 

Mayor Muni Evers, New 
Westminster, first vice- 
president of the UBCM. said 
■Barrett had given a strong in¬ 
dication he would win a 
higher price than $1.35 and 
probably even higher than 
$1.50 per thousand. 

Ladysmith Mayor Kay 
Grouhel, UBCM president, 
said she, too, was optimistic 
that the money required by 
the municipalities would be 
forthcoming immediately fol¬ 
lowing the premier’s atten¬ 
dance at the April conference 
of provincial and federal of¬ 
ficials to discuss natural re¬ 
source, taxes. 

"He assured us that imme¬ 
diately on his return he would 
let us know exactly how much 
we would be receiving.” she 
said. “That will give us about 
four weeks to get our budgets 
in order." 

Deadline for municipal bud¬ 
gets is May 15. 

The UBCM executive had 
asked Barrett to guarantee 
the $20 million in extra reve¬ 
nue whatever happens in Ot¬ 
tawa so that municipalities 
could draft their budgets now. 

In a brief to the premier, 
the executive stated “even if 


the province does not receive 
revenue from increased gas 
export prices, the $20 million 
requested would still only be

MONTREAL (CP) Acting on a tele¬ 
phone tip, Montreal police burst into the 
home of a former prime minister's grand¬ 
daughter during the weekend looking for fu¬ 
gitive U.S. heiress Patty Hearst. 

Mrs. Mary McKay, 23. granddaughter of 
the late Louis St. Laurent who was prime 
minister from 1948 to 1957. said four police¬ 
men armed with rifles went to her home at 
about 5 a.m. Saturday. 

“They went into the children’s rooms, the 
basement, the bathrooms everywhere," 
she said. 

"The only time I heard about the Hears! 


girl was on the radio or television. I've never 
known her, seen her or had anything at all to 
do with her or anyone remotely connected 
with her.’’ ■- 

The four policemen apologized before 
leaving empty-handed, she said. 

Mrs. McKay speculated the call to police 
may have been tied to a series of crank calls 
she has been receiving.

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Doubled salmon output Ottawa goal 


VANCOUVER (CP» Fed- 
era 1 Fisheries Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc announced 
Monday a government plan to 
double British Columbia's 
salmon production value to 
$400 million by 1990. 

The minister said in a state¬ 
ment that the plan could cost 
as much as $300 million dur¬ 
ing the next 15 years anil 
would be implemented in co¬ 


operation with the provincial 
government. 

The plan involves the use of 
artificial spawning channels, 
hatcheries and fishways to in¬ 
crease Pacific salmon stocks 
for the benefit of commercial 
and recreational fisheries and 
the food fishery of B.C. In¬ 
dians. 

“We could conceivably add 
25 million salmon to the B.C 
commercial catch, increasing 


annual wholesale value ot in¬ 
dustry production to $400 mil¬ 
lion,” said LeBlanc. "We 
could also triple the annual 
capacity of the sport salmon 
fishery to three million fishing 
days and have a thoroughly 
adequate Indian food fish¬ 
ery.” 

The minister said that plan¬ 
ning of development projects 
and facilities will begin this 
spring and continue lor two 


years. He said he has already 
discussed the project with 
provincial Recreation Min¬ 
ister Jack Radford and the 
B.C. government “has 
expressed keen interest" in 
co-operating on the plan. 

LeBlanc said implementa¬ 
tion ot the program will begin 
in 1977 or earlier on approval 
of the detailed projiosals for 
construction and develop¬ 
ment He said the two-year 


study will look into many 
aspects of salmon enhance¬ 
ment and will identify the 
best sites and designs for hat¬ 
cheries, artificial spawning 
channels and other facilities. 

Construction of enhance¬ 
ment facilities will continue al 
the present level ol $2 million 
a year until the program Is

The twister extensively 
damaged Georgia’s $2-mlUion 
governor’s mansion, blowing 
off the roof and knocking 
down all the front columns of 
the elegant structure. The 
governor’s office reported 
that Governor George Bus- 
bee's son Jeff. 14, escaped in¬ 
jury when one ol the columns 
crashed into his bedroom. 

The governor was reported 
in the shower when the tor¬ 
nado hit the mansion and he 
shouted a warning to his fam¬ 
ily. 

Scores of persons were 
treated at hospitals and 
dozens more suffered cuts and 
bruises when the storm flat¬ 
tened buildings, shattered 
windows and tumbled cars 
about like matchsticks. 

Mayor Maynard Jackson 
declared a state of emergency 
and said he will request feder¬ 
al disaster aid. About 200 
state troopers were called in 
to prevent looiing and relieve 
traffic congestion. 

The tornado thundered 
along a three to four-mile 
strip about. 7:30 a.m. 

At least 30 huge tractor 
trailers were tumbled upside- 
down or crushed when the 
twister demolished a United 
Slates mail terminal. Strips of 
aluminum from the rjgs hung 
from trees or telephone wires 
and huge tires were flung 
about the area. 

Authorities estimated at 
least 60 businesses or ware¬ 
houses were demolished. Hun¬ 
dreds of cars were buried 
under the rubble. 

One man was killed when a 
collapsing wall crashed his 
car, and a woman was killed 
at her home. Rescue workers 
pulled the body of another 
victim from the wreckage of 
a warehouse.

North Vietnamese troops 
and tanks smashed the de¬ 
fences of Hue and the offen¬ 
sive also stixick hard at coast¬ 
al strongholds to the south. 

The communists cut South 
Vietnam in two by overrun¬ 
ning the coastal city of Tam 
Ky, 40 miles south of Da Nang 
and capital of Quang Tin 
province - the ninth province 
to be captured. 

It meant the North Viet¬ 
namese and the Viet Cong 
hold a solid line across'South 
Vietnam from the coast to 
Laos. 

Tam Ky fell in a surprise 
four-hour assault when tanks, 
infantry, and artillery routed 
the poorly trained South Viet¬ 
namese militia defenders. 

The South Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment sent troops along an 
arc 15 miles north of Saigon 
as the threat to the capital 
city itself increased. For the 
first time communist Soviet- 
made amphibious tanks were 
spotted south of Saigon in the 
Mekong Delta. South Viet¬ 
nam’s rice bowl. 

Refugees by the tens of 
thousands from the north and 
central highlands came under 
communist fire and 80.000 
more waiting at Hue’s seaport 
of Tan My. six miles to the 
east, were shelled. One groUp 
of five to 15 jiersons were 
killed when a fishing boat 
sank on the way from Hue to 
Da Nang. More died when 
trucks in a refugee convoy 
plunged down a steep slope. 

In Cambodia, the U.S, air¬ 
lift to Phnom Pennh was 
reopened despite increased 
bombardment of the airport, 
by the communist-led Khmer 
Rouge guerrillas. 

Some communist rocket 
positions were reported to be 
only four miles from the air¬ 
port runway.

Cocke told the Legislature 
Monday: "There are those 
who think” that patient care 
roald be threatened by the sit¬ 
uation and that is why he 
called the meetings. 

"For over a week there has 
been trouble in our general 
hospitals," he said, since resi¬ 
dents and interns withdrew 
their services in “what has 
been dubbed a dispute." 

"We have been monitoring 
patipnt care.” he*said, adding 
be did not believe it was dete¬ 
riorating. 

"I announced al the outset 
that I would move only if pa¬ 
tient care was threatened." 
he said. 

He will meet with the B.C*. 
Health Association at 3 p.m. 
today in his office and at 4 
p.m. with representatives of 
the Professional Association 
of Residents and Interns 
which represents 325 interns 
and residents. 

Conservative leader Dr. 
Scott Wallace welcomed the 
action but said: "We. on our 
part, cannot condone the with¬ 
drawal of services in the first 
place."

The fisheries minister said 
the Pacific salmon resource 
has declined to one-half of 
past levels, largely because of 
industrial and urban develop¬ 
ment.

LeBlanc said Canada's ba¬ 
lance of payments situation is 
also expected to improve as 
most of the increased salmon 
production would go for ex¬ 
port 

LeBlanc said - at a news con¬ 
ference thffe is the possibility 
of interception of some of the 
increased salmon stocks by 
U.S. fishermen. 

"Obviously the problem of 


interception is one with which 
we must deal." he said. 

LeBlanc said this underlines 
ihe importance of reaching a 
new international agreement 

Under the present salmon 
treaty, U.S. fishermen are en¬ 
titled to half the catch of 
sockeye and pink salmon 
from the Fraser Rivet. 

LeBlanc said the Canadian 
government stands by the |>ol- 
icy stated by former fisheries 
minister Jack Davis that each 
country should catch only its 
own fish. 

"The problem is that the 
fish haven't read the fine 
print." he said 

LeBlanc said it will need 
"some pretty cool heads 
around the lablc" to reach a 
new agreement. 

He predicted there will l>e a 
trade-off because the U.S. is 
developing its own salmon en¬ 
hancement programs and 
stands to lose some o! its own 
new stocks to Canadian fi¬ 
shermen under the present 
treaty. 

LeBlanc said the Canadian 
government is no longer inter¬ 
ested in joint funding by Can¬ 
ada and the U.S. <>f a $14 mil¬ 
lion enhancement program 
lor the Fraser.

Senate, the House voted 84 to 
11 against a New Democratic 
Party bid to have included in 
the legislation a guaranteed 
minimum increase for the 
longshoremen.

Labor Minister John Munro 
said the idea "would mean in 
the future that Parliament 
would just become another 
step in the bargaining 
process."

The NDP appeared to back 
down, however, when faced 
with the Liberal-Conservative 
opposition. 

Both sides in the dispute, 
which involves more than 
4.000 members, of the Interna¬ 
tional Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen’s Union in 11 
West Coast ports, reached an 
impasse on wages that were a 
basic $6.08 an hour under the 
old contract that expired Dec. 

31. 

Federal mediator William 
Kelly recommended an in¬ 
crease of $1.93 over two 
years, but this was rejected 
by the workers Sunday. 

NDP Parliamentary Leader 
Ed Broadbent said the 
workers should be guaranteed 
an increase of at least $1.15 
an hour and his amendment 
was to this effect. 

Munro said that although he 
personally finds back-to-work 
legislation repugnant, "we 
had reached the stage in this 
dispute where there is no al¬ 
ternative." 

Experience had shown that 
if there were another attempt 
to settte- the longshoremen’s 
dispute through collective | 
bargaining, there was tittle or 
no chance of success. 

fFraser, wlx> had been call- | 
ing for government action in 
the dispute for a couple of 
weeks, said he viewed the bill 
with "deep regret.’* 

He said, however, that it 
was necessary because "ir¬ 
reparable damage to the na¬ 
tional interest cannot l>e per¬ 
mitted to continue."

Oil is big part 
of sea law talks

LONDON (AP) Five Eu¬ 
ropean countries are scram¬ 
bling for parts of the Allantic 
and Arctic seabeds where 
they think they smell oil and 
gas worth billions of dollars. 

Britain is at the centre of 
four separate disputes involv¬ 
ing partner states in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation and the European com¬ 
mon market. They are 
France, Ireland, Denmark 
and Norway. 

Complex issues of interna¬ 
tional law are involved. No 
one right now can say with 
total precision where a 
country’s seabed rights begin 
or end 


enee, sjionsored by the United 
Nations, now is under way in 
Geneva seeking to formulate 
universally acceptable guide¬ 
lines. 

Britain and France are 
quarrelling over who owns 
what seabed rights in the 
western approaches to the En¬ 
glish Channel. This means 
where to draw' the underwater 
median line between the two 
coasts. Even a 500-yard devia¬ 
tion might affect ownership of 
a lush oilfield. 

Britain argues the Scilly 
Isles should be taken as its 
starting point rather than the 
shores of Cornwall. France 


differs, knowing this would 
mean giving up 20,000 square 
miles of Mer D’lroisc (the 
Angry Sea) with all its prom¬ 
ise. 

Successive interventions by 
Wilson and President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing of France 
have failed 1 o resolve the 
problem. 

Britain is at odds with Ire¬ 
land over rights in the Irish 
and Celtic Seas. Here again 
the British are arguing that 
the Scilly Isies should be their 
base point. The Irish argue 
that islands outside British 
territorial waters, thinly |>eo- 
pled and small in size, should 
not count as mainland territo¬ 
ry. As they see it, the median 
line should he straight down 
. at all points, be¬ 
tween the respective shores.

Britain’s challenge to Nor¬ 
way is over the Spitsbergen 
or Svalbard Archipelago. 
Under a 1920 treaty signed by 
4(1 countries, including the So- 
\ iet Union and the United 
States, Spitzbcrgen confirmed 
Norway as its rightful owner. 
But it also gave the signa¬ 
tories equal rights to share in 
the development of its miner¬ 
al resources. Now that oil and 
gas are suspected in the sur¬ 
rounding seabeds, the situa¬ 
tion has become more com¬ 
plex.

Early voting by federal 
labor and trades workers has 
hern strongly against accep¬ 
tance of a tentative contract 
settlement reached last week 
between the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada and the 
government, a union spokes¬ 
man in Ottawa said Monday.

member bargaining team 
have voted so far and the 
spokesman said most, of the 
voting has been done by the 
most vocal and militant 
locals. 

About 65 per cent of the 700 
members of I he trades and 
labor group on Vancouver Is¬ 
land voted to accept the pro¬ 
posed settlement with the 
treasury Ixrnrd, alliance busi¬ 
ness agent Toni Dalzell said 
Monday in Victoria. 

The tentative' settlement 
provided for an average 18- 
per-cent raise over the first 14 
months of a 26-month agree¬ 
ment and another 11.25 per 
••ent over the final year. 
Average hourly wage now is 
$1.42. 

The laborers and tradesmen 
held a month of selective 
strikes in which postal, air 
and grain-handling services 
were disrupted. 

"Early returns are definite¬ 
ly for rejetion but we have 
heard from the groups that 
wanted most to reject it,” Hie 
spokesman said. 

The vote to reject the 
agreement had been stronger 
than most alliance officials 
expected, she added.

P REMIER EDWARD SCHREYER refers to what 
he calls “the lunacy that seems to have been 
let loose upon the land.” This is the Manitoba so¬ 
cialist leader's description of irresponsible and 
unrestrained wage demands by some labor unions 
that help accelerate the rate of inflation and, be¬ 
cause they relate in no way to productivity, dan¬ 
gerously undermine the economy. 

It is time, says Premier Schreyer, for remedial 
legislation on a national scale. 

His proposals? A fieeze on wages, prices and 
profits of at least a year’s duration. 

He will promote this theory at the next meet¬ 
ing of the Canadian first ministers in April, and, if 
he gets the support his suggestion deserves, might 
generate some impact on heretofore stubbornly un¬ 
responsive Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau. 

Negotiated wage increases were averaging 17.5 
per cent in the last three months of 1974, and al¬ 
though this was considered more than adequate to 
match inflation’s pace labor leaders pretty well 
unanimously rejected the suggestion that such 
gains had any effect on the cost of living. Few, 
surely, can seriously argue any longer that current 
demands are not only highly inflationary but 
totally unrealistic. 

B.C. members of the International Long¬ 
shoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union have re¬ 
jected a federal mediator’s contract offer of $1.95 
an hour which would have boosted their earnings 
from $6.08 to $8.03. 

The federal government is now moving to end 
the dispute by legislation. 


Construction workers in Winnipeg are de¬ 
manding 80 per cent pay increases. 

Manitoba civil servants are seeking a 53 per 
cent raise — three times greater than the last gain 
they desired. 

The Canadian Union of Postal Workers has 
voted to bargain for a 71 per cent boost, along with 
a 30-hour work week, and seeks as well govern¬ 
ment compliance in making the post office a Crown 
corporation so that in further negotiations tech¬ 
nological changes will play a part. At present such 
considerations are excluded from contract discus¬ 
sions. 

Up to now, Prime Minister Trudeau — not 
without misgivings on the part of some of his cabi¬ 
net — has sought to check inflation only by volun¬ 
tary wage and price controls, restraints based on a 
consensus of what is reasonable. It has not worked 
because, for one thing, he is not dealing with rea¬ 
sonable men. 

But perhaps at last, in the light of the increas¬ 
ingly ruinous demands of labor, the government 
will listen to men like Premier Schreyer who can 
hardly be described as unfriendly to labor. 

Perhaps, too, the public will remember that 
the Conservative Party at the last election cam¬ 
paigned for precisely the controls now advocated 
by the Manitoba leader. 

A freeze of prices, wages and profits can only 
be justified in the face of an emergency, it is true. 
The emergency, by all the evidence, is here. 


‘No service no taxes’ 


CARLY IN THE STRIKE-and-lockout impasse be- 

tween the Greater Victoria local governments 
and the Canadian Union of Public Employees, a 
representative of the union suggested that taxpay¬ 
ers should be given rebates because their elected 
representatives were preventing them from receiv¬ 
ing municipal services. He could as well have said 
i hat the employees were preventing the citizens 
from receiving municipal services: it would have 
been a similar half-truth. But that is by the way. 
The remarkable thing is that the idea of a refund 
of taxes or something similar has refused to die. 

There have been letters to the newspapers, 
Including one to the Colonist, for instance, that said 
in part, “It seems that we, the people, the taxpayers, 
have reached the point where we would be justified 
in going on strike too — we can stop this” (upward 
spiral of costs) “with the most powerful weapon of 
all, withholding and refusing to pay either income 
or land taxes until all agree to hold the line.” 

There has been the sign hung high at the 
•lohnson Street bridge directly concerned with the 
municipal dispute with CUPE, calling reasonably 
enough for full-time negotiations now, but adding, 
“No service no taxes!” 

There has been Garde Gardom, Liberal 


member for Vancouver-Point Grey, who certainly 
should know better, asking Labor Minister William 
King in the legislature if the parents of school chil¬ 
dren would receive a tax rebate as a result of the 
dispute. It was his deserved fate that he was told 
by Mr. King that this was not NDP policy and told 
by the Speaker that his question was argumenta¬ 
tive and hypothetical and that he was to sit down. 

Of course Mr. King, not having been cut off 
by Mr. Speaker, could be faulted for not giving Mr. 
Gardom a direct and simple answer that school 
taxes, and municipal taxes, in due course will be 
levied at rates sufficient to cover this year’s es¬ 
timated costs. Because of the dispute, there will be 
savings for the ratepayers in wages and salaries 
and other related costs not paid during the strike 
and lockout, offset as they may be by higher ex¬ 
penses later. The savings in the capital region while 
the dispute continues has been estimated at $75,000 
a day. 

But if the citizens were to want rebates, they 
would have to be taxed to raise the money to be 
refunded, which would be absurd. And to hold back 
taxes past the due dates would be to pay penalties, 
both municipally and personally, to the extent in 
the extreme of losing one’s home, which would 
hardly make sense either.

Secrecy doubly 


guaranteed 


A joint committee of the 
Commons and Senate has 
been wrestling with the prob¬ 
lem of government secrecy 
for some time but not many 
citizens know about it because 
its title (as we Ottawa spies 
are wont to say) is a great 
cover. 

It’s called the Commons- 
Senate Committee on Regula¬ 
tions and Other Statutory In¬ 
struments. It is the breathtak¬ 
ing example of civil service 
language and its authors 
couldn't have chosen a better 
name if they had wanted its 
members to meet without 
being noticed. 

Secrecy wasn't what they 
Intended, of course. 

Habit, not the devil, made 
them do it. When govern¬ 
ments are not being secretive, 
they use a jargon no one else 
understands. This creates 
• onfusion, which has the same 
result. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some of the committeemen 
might eventually call for full 
and frank disclosure of the 
government’s business but it 
won’t matter much because 
only the committeemen will 
bp able to understand it, any¬ 
how. 

This process is called par¬ 
ticipatory democracy; a catch 
l>hrase which, itself, has be¬ 
come part of the meaningless 
mrgon since without partici¬ 
pation there is no democracy. 
Its popularization has created 
no end of confusion, as Mit¬ 
chell Sharp inadvertently 
pointed out when he was the 
first witness called by the 
committee. 

He said: “Members of Par¬ 
liament have a right to ask 
(for information). The gov¬ 
ernment has the right not to 
answer.” 

Sharp, a disciple of partici¬ 
patory democracy, didn’t see 
anything wrong with that, but 
Andrew Brewin did. B re win, a 
Toronto New Democrat, was 
doing his level best 1o be an 
old democrat when he com¬ 
plained. “What goes on ... is 
llie business of the people and 
ought to be disclosed.”

business will never be possi¬ 
ble because while politicians 
in power are always full, they 
are never frank.

fetish of secrecy. In Ottawa, 
secrecy is guaranteed in two 
ways. Civil servants can clas¬ 
sify any document as “con¬ 
fidential” or they can write it 
in a language that no outsider 
can understand.

I once knew a civil servant 
w h o stamped everything 
“confidential” including his 
minister’s speeches. He 
worked with a group who de¬ 
dicated their lives to the be¬ 
lief that nobody had any right 
to know what, they were 
doing. 

They huddlfed in coveys, 
looking faintly furtive. They 
scurried up and down corri¬ 
dors, clutching locked attache 
cases. They retcea^d into 
committees where they talked 
about “they" as though 


“they'' were the enemy. It 
took a little time for me to 
lean) that they were talking 
about die public they were 
paid to serve. 

Paranoia permeated this 
ministry. The most senior of 
its members constantly issued 
orders that this or that report 
must not be released because 
the public would only panic if 
it knew the dangers the re¬ 
ports revealed. 

They panicked, themselves, 
whenever a reporter called. 
Senior officials fled to the 
safety of committees, mid¬ 
dling ones locked themselves 
in washrooms, minor ones re¬ 
ported off sick. 

“Reporters never get any¬ 
thing right, anyhow,’’ one of 
these recluses once com¬ 
plained. She got quite sniffy 
when I said, “Perhaps that’s 
because everything they’re 
told is wrong.” 


Heads in the sand 


Just what accounts for the 
seeming apathy, indifference 
and political naivety of the 
average North American? 
Probably the fact that the 
problems we talk about are 
far removed from our lives — 
«s if we were trying to walk in 
the shoes of a Peruvian jjea- 
santfl who had never earned 
more than a hundred dollars 
a year! 

To begin with, it is not in 
our human nature to go 
around looking for trouble — 
unless one happens to be a 
professional revolutSonaiy. 
Should we become vaguely 
alarmed when a problem is 
brought to our attention, we 
tend to react, either by bury¬ 
ing our heads in the sand or 
dismissing the facts as “hys¬ 
terical” or “emotional.” Se¬ 
condly, few North Americans 
have ever experienced 
hunger, flood, famine or 
drought. Few have lived 
under the dictatorship of com¬ 
munism of fascism. We do 
not know what it is to live 
without soap, shoes, mi- 
/ 


tomobiles or packaged foods. 

We have not lived in the 
shadow of a live volcano, ex¬ 
perienced a revolution or a 
plague. And while a few old- 
timers may remember some 
of the horrors of the Depres¬ 
sion, millions of citizens have 
never known what it feels like 
to go without a meal, let 
alone a day without food. How 
many of us have ever suf¬ 
fered a hole in a shoe or been 
without roofs over our heads? 

Perhaps, because we are 
spoiled in our affluence, we 
spend our time looking for 
flaws in the system under 
which we live, in picking at 
personalities. The open line 
radio shows are replete with 
citizens who complain about a 
neighbor’s dog, the mailman, 
the price of booze or the way 
a waitress wore her hair 
while serving the soup! We 
simply cannot comprehend 
the horror of a secret police, 
the firing squad, waiting five 
years to buy a new car or 
having to ask permission from 
a government bureau before 


we visit Uncle Ted in the next 
village. 

What teenager has never 
ridden in an automobile? what 
wife has ever been without 
■rooking oil? Wbat father in 
North America ever had to 
watch his children starve to 
death as in India? To the con¬ 
trary, every year, the sale of 
booze is up. as is the take at 
our racetracks, sporting 
events and travel. More peo¬ 
ple buy boats and camera 
equipment each year. 

The trouble with affluence 
is that it tends to blur our 
perspectives. Rather than ap¬ 
preciating: our standard of liv¬ 
ing. wo tftke it as a divine 
right and look upon it as the 
norm. Unfortunately, history 
points up that this attitude 
contains the seeds of its own 
destruction and which de¬ 
stroys a nation as surely as 
does the man who indulges 
hi* appetites without rp- 
straint. Is there an answer? 
There is, but man has never 
found the courage or leader- 
shift to put it into practice! 
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One avenue of escape 


High unemployment, un¬ 
checked inflation and disrup¬ 
tive strikes (not to mention 
corruption in high places) 
equals chaos. Chaos is the 
precursor of tyranny. 

We are now pretty far gone 
along that course. 

Unemplyment, already at a 
reebrd level with over 800,000 
jobless, continues to rise. In¬ 
flation, while registering a 
slightly milder push in Febru¬ 
ary (0.8 per cent) than in its 
I>eak months last year, con¬ 
tinues to hover around the ha¬ 
voc-wreaking annual rate of 
12 per cent (11.8 per cent 
right now) anti is sure to 
jump higher when the latest 
gas and oil price increases 
work their way through the 
stunted economy. 

Any further inflation push 
will inevitably cause yet 
higher unemployment and 
more strikes for “off-setting’’ 
pay increases, which in turn 
will jack up prices for another 
round of the same idiotic, 
race. 

Can this vicious circle be 
broken or are we condemned 
to destroy: ourselves in a mad 
chase of our own tails? 

Given some basic under¬ 
standing of the cause-and-cf- 
fect sequence for our mount¬ 
ing problems, there is no 
earthly reason why intelligent, 
and well-meaning people 
could not solve their difficul¬ 
ties, or at least stop aggravat¬ 
ing them to the f>oint where 
the whole structure of our 
abused freedoms and afflu¬ 
ence piust collapse. 

★ ★ * 

Unfortunately, a basic 
understanding of our 
mushrooming troubles is 
something a long-sheltered 
and relatively carefree soci¬ 
ety such as ours does not ac¬ 
quire from its education sys¬ 
tem, its mass media, or even 
from watching other people's 
mistakes and misfortunes. 

The type of understanding 
that’s needed comes, it 
seems, only from direct expe¬ 
rience. And then only if the 
experience is painful enough 
to force people to look beyond 
the tijis of their own noses. 

Voters’ rejection last sum¬ 
mer of an attempt to stop the 
obviously malfunctioning 
mechanism of our economy 
for a while, examine and re¬ 
pair it. left no doubt thal a 
basic understanding »»f our 
serious problems was lacking. 
The pressures of inflation, un¬ 
employment and industrial 
unrest were, not yet strong 
enough at that time to lift 
people’s eyes from the pursuit 
of the narrowest of narrow 
selfish interests. 

Since then the Siamese 
twins of inflation and unem¬ 
ployment have grown into a 
more visible menace. Strikes 
have become more frequent 
and more disruptive. 

As more people are begin¬ 
ning to feel the collective 
damage personally, realiza¬ 
tion of the seriousness of the 
whole me$s is spreading. 
Even those who are not yel 
affected directly are suf¬ 
ficiently scared to demand 
lhat “something he done" in a 
hurry. 

★ ★ ★ 

The question is not whal 
would be the most effective 
counter-measures the elec¬ 
torate ruled that one out last 
July — but whal can possibly 
be done when a rational at¬ 
tack on the - root causes of our 
economic and social troubles 
has been politically rejected. 

Many of the people who 
opted for self-delusions in the 
last federal election are now 
anxious to see stern anti-infla¬ 
tion, anti-strike moves.

with a majority because it 
promised not to take drastic 
measures and intends to abide 
by the expressed will of its 
supporters. 

Pressing for a reversal of 
policy is, therefore, futile. 
Also, the rapid worsening of 
the economic and social crisis 
makes some of the measures 
that would have been appro¬ 
priate last summer, obsolete 
in present conditions. 

No desire to preserve an 
election deception intact, nor 
reluctance to admit gross mis- 
judgment of subsequent 
events, could, however, make 
It entirely impossible for an 
intelligent and responsible ad¬ 
ministration to open the one 
avenue of escape from the vi¬ 
cious circle that is entirely 
under its control. 

Since the type of inflation, 


unemployment and industrial 
strife we are now experienc¬ 
ing is primarily generated 
and magnified by overtaxing 
and overspending, the govern¬ 
ment can ease the pressures 
by drastically cutting its ex¬ 
penditures and waste. 

In the 1975-76 fiscal year the 
federal government expects to 
spend J28.2 billion — an in¬ 
crease of J6.2 billion (or 28 
per cent) over last year’s 
main estimates. (The in¬ 
crease alone, which is sure to 
be substantially over-stepped 
in supplementary estimates, 
exceeds the whole federal 
budget for the last year of the 
Diefenbaker administration. 
Since Trudeau took over from 
Pearson in 1968, his govern¬ 
ment has tripled federal 
spending.) 

To finance this splurge and 


truly fantastic bureaucratic 
waste, the Trudeaucrats in¬ 
creased the money supply 
recklessly by simply printing 
worthless paper money that 
diluted our dollar to its 
present 56-cent value in 1961 
terms. 

A drastic curb of govern¬ 
ment spending, starting with 
surgery of the cancerous 
growth of the prime min¬ 
ister’s office, is now therefore 
the most urgent and impor¬ 
tant anti-inflation measure to 
be taken in the present cir¬ 
cumstances if we are to break 
out of the vicious circle of 
self-destruction.

Even though the story is 
wildly improbable, the CIA 
searched its files. No such 
name nor anything resem¬ 
bling it came to light. 

No matter what is eventual¬ 
ly proved to have been wrong¬ 
doing by the CIA. the rumor¬ 
mongering is contributing lo 
the erosion of the agency’s 
status. Many critical of the 
covert side — the dirty tricks 
department of the CIA l>e- 
lieve that its overt operations, 
intelligence gathering and in¬ 
telligence estimates, are in¬ 
valuable. 

An organization most active 
in promoting the conspiracy 
theory of the CIA is the Na¬ 
tional Caucus of LabDi* Com¬ 
mittees, a mililant Marxist 
organization that links the 
CIA with die KGB in a giant 
brainwashing operation.

trate. When a story appeared 
in the Washington Post on the 
Caucus saying the CIA had 
declined comment, Director 
William Colby said that while 
he thought it was a domestic 
matter and the inquiry should 
have been directed to the 
FBI, he was replying to say 
that while the NCLO charges 
were “only twisted fantasy 
hut your circulation of them 
forced CIA to deny them as 
flatly false." 

Once before in a time of 
trial and tribulation the same 
witches’ brew of fear and sus¬ 
picion haunted a troubled na¬ 
tion. After president. Abraham 
Lincoln’s assassination in 
1865. just at the end of the 
Civil War, the rumor persist¬ 
ed that his Secretary of War 
Edwin M. Stanton had played 
a paid in a plot to murder 
the president. 

Nothing was ever proved 
beyond the fact that the abra¬ 
sive Stanton had often been at 
odds with Lincoln over the 
conduct of the war. Later-day 
scholars have dismissed the 
rumor as unfounded. 

Hopefully we will recover 
from the present plague 
which is more virulent than 
that of a century ago. But 
sensation-mongering is no ser¬ 
vice in our time of troubles.

ton the wage level only) based 
upon the same formula should 
be the only alternative to this 
procedure. 

Establishment of a fair wage 
base could be managed by tak¬ 
ing wage and cost-of-living fig¬ 
ures for several years back into 
consideration. Where disagree¬ 
ment existed arbitration proce¬ 
dures could be invoked with a|> 
l>eals to an impartial board 
lie-ing provided for: this board 
could also hear applications to 
vary the wage level in future 
years where inequities were 
thought to exist. 


It is not contended that this 
plan would end all strikes since 
disputes relating to working 
conditions would remain. But 
removing the money question 
from the haggling process we 
now have would certainly elimi¬ 
nate many strikes. The in¬ 
creased security this would 
bring for the employers, the 
wage earners and the public 
would appear to make this plan 
worth trying.

Killing is necessary 
in order to survive 


I detect s growing criticism 
of guns and hunting in your 
columns and 1 think generally 
across Canada. Mrs. Mother- 
sill (March 19) who evidently 
is ignorant of many aspects of 
wildlife conservation as well 
as hunting has however raised 
s key issue with her question, 
"Is killing a right?” 

Of course it is! It is the un¬ 
questionable righl of nature; 
one must kill in order to sur¬ 
vive. 

When you receive a shol of 
antibiotic you are condoning 
the killing of millions of other 
life forms. 

When you buy a hamburger 
vou are condoning the killing 
or cattle and incidentally con¬ 
doning the killing of beautiful 
creatures like bighorn sheep 
and elk who haye lost most of 
their winter range because of 
the great increase in cattle 
ranching. 

Even by drinking milk you 
are condoning killing, for to 
get. milk cows must become 
pregnant and 50 per cent of 
these pregnancies result in 
unwanted bull calves that are 
killed for veal when they are 
a few days old. 

Life is tough w'hen you think 
about it! The trouble is most 
of the starry eyed idealists 
don’t. 

The only difference between 
the people thal write to your 
paper condemning hunting 
i hm illogically not fishing) 
and my hunting and fishing 
friends is that sometimes my 
friends do their own killing 
. . . they don’t always hire 
others. 

Perhaps the critics of hunt¬ 
ing don’t realize'that hunters 
have been the prime movers 
in conservation all over the 
world both in terms of energy 
and money. We owe the con¬ 
cept of national parks to a 
hunter and many species only 
exist today because of the ef¬ 
forts of hunters. 

As recently as the early 60’s 
it was hunters who prevented 
the extinction of Jhe Kodiak 
bear of Alaska. This bear is 
the largest terrestrial car¬ 
nivore on earth yet was being 
machine-gunned from the air 
as part of a plan to make 
Kodiak Island more suitable 
for cattle! The general public 
was not interested! 

It is the growth of civiliza¬ 
tion that is destroying out- 
wildlife. not hunters; they are 
conserving what little we 
have left. It is true that hunt¬ 
ers do kill individuals, but in 
doing so they preserve the 
species. 


Nowadays most people hunt 
because the hunt, successful 
or not. is an intensely enjoy¬ 
able (and perhaps the best) 
way to re-enter nature. 

It should be unnecessary to 
state that the act of killing is 
not enjoyable to hunters any¬ 
more than it is to fishermen 
or farmers. Killing is merely 
the logical end to the hunt. 

One could argue that killing 
a moose makes it unneces¬ 
sary for about 1000 pounds of 
meat to be produced by other 
methods, thus conserving the 
environment of the moose and 
Iherefore the species itself. 


In future let’s hear only 
from non-emolional critics 
who can make a rational case 
against hunting and who prac¬ 
tise wh it they preach. 

1 think 1 would have a great 
deal of respect for a non-meat 
eating. non-milk drinking, 
non-leather wearing person 
who could honestly say they 
were not contributing in any 
way to the problems of con¬ 
servation but so far I’ve 
never met one!

VANCOUVER (CP) The fact that an 
eastern-based trust company is now largest 
single shareholder in the Bank of British 
Columbia "doesn't change the direction of 
the bank one degree, ’ the bank's president 
says. 

Trevor Pilley tommented after last 
week's announcement in Toronto that Toron¬ 
to-based Metropolitan Trust Company recently 
purchased 75,000 shires of the bank on the 
open market, giviifc it a share interest of 
nearly 10 per cent ff the bank's outstanding 
stock. The 10 per emt level is the maximum 
stock interest by ary single investor allowed 
in a bank under Car.adian law. 

The bank, since its rounding during 
W.A.C. Bennett’s Social Credit administra¬ 
tion, principally has been owned by western¬ 
ers. 

"The bank will continue as before." said 
Pilley. "We are happy to have them as 
shareholders. I know the principals of the 
company, Ihey'Vf got a good track record, 
and we welcome hem." 


'I’he bank's president said it was possible 
the two organizations would work together .on 
some financial deals in the future. 

The provincial government, through its 
superannuation fund, now is in second place 
on the bank's list of shareholders, it owns 
51,055 shares or slightly more the fi per cent 
of the bank. 

Premier Dave Barrett announced .Ian. fi 
that the B.C. government’s superannuation 
fund would not acquire more shares in the 
bank through a rights offering. Many B.C’. 
companies also did not exercise their rights 
and thousands of the rights thrown onto the 
market during January were purchased by 
Metropolitan. 

Metro, which has traded on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange for between $12 and $16 a 
share this year, has been in operation 12 
years and lias total assets fo $728 million. 

Metro Trust's acquisition will not entitle il 
to representation on the bank's board of 
directors, as the law prohibits a director sit¬ 
ting on the board of ix>ih a hank and a trust 
company.

In a lengthy brief to the 
board, the company said pro¬ 
ducers are unlikely to spend 
money developing additional 
capacity unless they see a 
market for their product. 

"Imperial is concerned that 
the complex inter-relationship 
of demand and developed pro¬ 
duction was not fully appreci¬ 
ated when the export adminis¬ 
tration system was formulat¬ 
ed." the company brief says. 

There is currently a surplus 
in oil production capacity, blit 


it will decline rapidly unless 
the companies are en¬ 
couraged to make additional 
investments. 

Il adds that the amount of 
oil produced from the pools in 
the western provinces is a key 
element in security of supply 
for the next 10 years. 

Last fall, the board ruled 
that export volumes would be 
based on producibility from 
western fields rather than es¬ 
timates of reserves. Because 
of declining production at the 
time, it ordered exports cut 
by 100.000 ban-els a day to 
800.000 barrels effective .Ian. 
1. a figure to be reduced to 
650,000 barrels by July 1. 

Tiie Imperial brief was filed 
with the board in preparation 
for hearings next month that 


will set allowable export 
levels for 1976. 

Export cuts had resulted in 
production controls on oil 
wells hy provincial agencies, 
the company said. It was un¬ 
likely new investment w'ould 
be added unless operators see 
some hope of being allowed to 
bring the additional wells into 
production.

Commons approves Senate amendments 


New wine scandals 


New bill protects directors ready to blow cork

OTTAWA i CP i Final 
parliamentary approval was 
given Monday to a bill over¬ 
hauling federal business cor¬ 
poration laws. 

The Commons approved 
Senate amendments to the hill 
despite protests Irom Stanley 
Knowles t NDP Winnipeg 
North Centrei that the chan¬ 
ges will let directors off the 
hook when corporations are 
charged with an offence. 


In six of the 27 amendments 
"the Senate wants to change 
tjhe law so that action, if nec¬ 
essary, can he taken only 
against a corporation and not 
against its directors or of¬ 
ficials.” Knowles said. 

In all six cases, ihe Com¬ 
mons finance committee had 
specifically amended the hill 
to hold directors accountable 
for the actions *of their cor¬ 
poration.

Norman Cafik, parliamen¬ 
tary secretary to Consumer 
Affairs Minister Andfjp 1 * Ouel- 
lel, said the amendments 
passed last week by the Sen¬ 
ate were "good, useful and 
worthwhile.” 

Cafik said one of the Senate 
amendments corrected a glar¬ 
ing technical error that would 
have limited the National Kn- 
ergy Board to granting a li¬ 
cence "to a corporation 
already holding a licence, pre¬ 
cluding a new' corporation 
from obtaining a licence to 
operate a pipeline.” 

Among the most significant 
amendments is one to soften 
Ihe liability for corporations 
that commit offences under 
the proposed law.

CHICAGO iCPU U«e of 
aspirin in treating the com¬ 
mon cold may increase the 
spread of cold viruses to 
others, a University of Illinois 
study concluded Monday . 

The study, published in the 
Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association, suggested 
the use of aspirin in treating 
colds "should he re-evaluat¬ 
ed." 

It said two trials on young 
adults showed that aspirin in¬ 
creased the production of 
common cold viruses and the 
likelihotd of spreading it to 
others. 

"Aspirin treatment ap¬ 
pealed to cause a highly sig¬ 
nificant increase in the rate of 
: virus shedding in treated sub¬ 
ject,” the report said. "The 
increase in virus shedding 
must l>e considered an ad- 
1 verse event that could influ¬ 
ence the course of the disease 
iri the individual and increase 
I the likelihood of the spread of 
! the infection to contacts." 

Dr. George Jackson, profes- 
I sor of Medicine and chief of 
1 the infectious diseases depart¬ 
ment of the university’s ool- 
' lege of medicine in Chicago, 
said the tests found that 
I aspirin’s effect on reducing 
virus infection "was not sta¬ 
tistically significant.”

Palmer 
. . . the favorite 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. 
(UPI) — Arnold Palmer no 
longer rates as a favorite to 
win golf tournaments. But 
don't tell that to his many 
fans. 

Although he wound up eight 
strokes behind winner Larry 
Ziegler in the Greater Jack¬ 
sonville Open which conclud¬ 
ed Sunday, Palmer was the 
man who drew most cf the 
68,000 who attended the tour¬ 
nament. 

Now 45 years old and 
winless in more than two 
years, Palmer is still the gal¬ 
lery favorite every time he 
shows up for a tournament. 


The gallery affection for Ar¬ 
nold Palmer dates back near¬ 
ly 20 years. Winner of 61 PGA 
events and the first golfer to 
pass the $1 million mark in 
earnings, Palmer is credited 
by fellow golfers and fans 
alike for being the man who 
made golf the big spectator 
attraction it is today. 

It all started back when a 
young Arnold Palmer, a 
boyish grin under curly hair, 
was putting on late charges to 
win major tournaments. 

The fans ignore the fact 
that Palmer's last good year 
was 1971, that he has been no 
higher than 25th on the money 


list since then, and that he 
has not won since capturing 
the 1973 Hope Classic. 

As one lady said here this 
past week, stopping Palmer 
en route from the 18th green 
to a news conference, "I’ll be 
cheering for you, Arnie, even 
when you no longer break 
100 .” 

"Thank you, I think,” 
Palmer Bj^ied. 

ArnoRTPalmer’s hair is now 
thin and graying. He has to 
wear glasses to play. But 
Palmer does not admit to 
being "over the hill.” 

"I haven’t played all that 
badly the past few years,” he 


said. “I simply haven’t been 
able to put two or three good 
rounds together in any one 
tournament.” 

Palmer appeared to be 
doing just that this past week 
when he had a pair of four- 
under-par 68s in the first two 
rounds. 

"They were fair to good 
rounds,” said Palmer, three 
strokes behind Mike Mcrley 
at the time. “Now, I’ve got to 
£o out there and shoot two re¬ 
ally good rounds.” 

As it turned out, a couple 
more "fair to good rounds” 
were all Palmer needed to 
wan here. But he had a one- 


over 73 on Saturday and skied 
to a three-over 75 on Sunday 
to wind up at four-under 284. 

One of the lesser known 
golfers on the tour would have 
been happy with that. After 
all, it earned Palmer $1,898 
and raised his earnings for 
the year to close to $35,000. 

But, like amateur Jerry 
Pate said earlier in the w'eek, 
"Arnold Palmer doesn't play 
golf for money. He's already 
got more than he can count. 
Arnold Palmer plays because 


he loves golf and because he 
wants to win, wants to prove 
that he can excel in his cho¬ 
sen profession.” 

Palmer went into the final 
round here Sunday just one 
stroke off the lead and at one 
point during the final round 
was tied for the lead. 

But a couple bad lies and a 
couple bad shots chased him 
out of contention. 

Palmer will be playing this 
week in the Heritage at Hilton 
Head, S.C. 


"I also plan to play at 
Greensboro the following 
week,” he said. “I want to 
play each week right into the 
Masters to get my game 
ready for that tournament.” 

Palmer has won the 
Masters four times, but not 
since 1964. Jack Nicklaus, 
also a four-time winner and 
winner three limes since 
Palmer's l^t triumph, likes 
to take the week off before 
the Masters to practice at Au¬ 
gusta.

Additional federal aid for 
economic developmest in B.C. 
could total $50 million next 
year, B.C. Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Gary Lauk said 
Monday. 

Lauk, who made the an¬ 
nouncement after meeting 
with Don Jamieson, federal 
regional economic expansion 
minister, said there are sever- 
d federal projects in B.C. but 
he could not estimate the 
amount of aid they provided. 

Lauk said the promise of 
new' aid for development 
came in the form of a per¬ 
sonal commitment from Ja¬ 
mieson. . 

"I see (now) where we can 
sign specific agreements over 
the next year or so. agree¬ 
ments I was not too confident 
about before the meeting 
today,’’ Lauk said 
He added that w hile it was 
difficult to pinpoint actual 
projects and their costs, the 
federal aid “will be substan¬ 
tial.” 

“I would say in the ’75-78 
fiscal year it could be any¬ 
where from zero to $50 mil¬ 
lion. their share.” he said. 

I .auk declined to give de¬ 
tails of the priorities of fe¬ 
deral-provincial cost-sharing 
projects but said . the 
northwestern sector would 
benefit as would “one munici¬ 
pality which I’m not prepared 
to name at this time.”

The trustee group had 
asked the minister to consider 
revising present procedures 
when school boards decide to 
build new schools. When con¬ 
struction programs are first 
proposed, there are 51 proce¬ 
dural steps to follow before 
the school opens its doors to 
the first pupils. 

Bunn said those 51 steps 
took approximately three 
years to complete which 
means that a project could 
double in price. 

The brief to the minister 
claimed “the present proce¬ 
dure to build a facility is inef¬ 
ficient, uneconomic and far 
too cumbersome.” 

The trustees recommended 
that the 51 steps be reduced to 
six basic steps: 

• Each school district 
would meet with the depart¬ 
ment annually and agree on 
requirements for new' con¬ 
struction for the following 
three years. 

• Any new' additions to 
schools would be translated 
into square footage. 

• The department would 
approve annually a square 
footage cost for each region to 
reflect varying construction 
costs in different parts of the 
province. 

• School boards would be 
permitted a 10 per cent lee¬ 
way in square footage and in 
costs to cover local needs. 

• The board would de¬ 
sign, tender and build facili¬ 
ties. 

• The department would 
receive audited statements of 
expenditures 

Bunn said he didn’t expect 
the minister to agree to such 
a drastic cut from 51 proce¬ 
dural steps to six “but at 
least she agreed that the 
present system was cumber¬ 
some and said she would look 
at the proposals.” 

But, he added: “It’s about 
10 years since I first made 
some of these sdggestion to a 
minister of education and I’ve 
now made them to three 
successive ministers. I’m still 
saying the same thing, we are 


building tomorrow what we 
needed yesterday. Nothing 
has changed. 

“In fact I think it is more 
difficult to build now titan it 
has been in the past 10 
years.”

Duncan man starts suit 


A defamation action has 
been launched against Ed 
Smith (SC—North Peace 
River) for remarks made out¬ 
side the Legislature about a 
Duncan man accused of col¬ 
lecting welfare after winning 
$25,000 in a salmon derby. 

Mike Coleman, a Duncan 
lawyer representing Ken 
Mayea, said It will likely be 
some months before the ac¬ 
tion is heard by the British 
Columbia supreme court, like¬ 
ly in Nanaimo. 

Smith subsequently apolo¬ 


gized for his comments about 
Mayea. a commercial fisher¬ 
man. Coleman said it was 
nice of the MLA to apologize 
“but he shouldn't have 
brought it up in the first 
place without checking.” 

Smith gave his apology in 
the Legislature after hearing 
an explanation last week from 
Human Resources Minister 
Norman Levi. 

Mayea won $25,000 in fS73, 
Levi said, and in October of 
that year his wife applied for 
social assistance, declaring 
her family was bankrupt. 


Her husband was away at 
the time but she provided re¬ 
ceipts to show the family had 
used almost all its winnings to 
pay off debts. 

Mrs. Mayea was granted 
welfare for her family for the 
period from October, 1973, to 
February, 1974. and has not 
been on welfare since, the 
minister said. 

Mayea was attempting to 
clear himself of debts and get 
on his feet and had been 
greatly embarrassed by the 
publicity caused by Smith, 
Levi said.

Tbronto-Dominion Bank, 1900 
Douglas. 

He also admitted false pre¬ 
tences in cashing five $20 che¬ 
ques at Woolco for goods and 


cash within two hours of tak¬ 
ing them from Yorkshire 
Trust. 

Bryden was remanded by 
Judge F. S. Green in custody 
to April 14 for a pre-sentence 
report and sentence. 

In both incidents, he asked 
clerks for travellers’ cheques 
and grabbed what was on the 
counter when the clerks’ at¬ 
tention was diverted. 

Bryden was arrested late 
Friday at a residence at 502 
Craigflower after a trip to 
Seattle where he cashed more 


than $3,000 worth of the che¬ 
ques at 10 banks. Police said 
$3,036 cash and $6,490 in tra¬ 
vellers’ cheques were seized 
when he was arrested. 

Shortly before midnight Sat¬ 
urday. a man carrying a 
handgun went to the window 
of Alex Shane, 17, at the Bea¬ 
con Drive-In, 126 Douglas, 
and told him to fijl a paper 
bag with money. 

Shane put $450 to $500 in the 
bag.

"We warn to get help to 
these families before Ihe kids 
get into trouble," said Levi. 

In other cases, children 
with problems can be dealt 
with in the community in 
group homes. therapeutic 
foster homes or residential 
treatment centres. 

For a very small number of 
children, containment is thp 
only answer and the govern¬ 
ment is considering the best, 
way to leal with this prol>- 
lem. 

"There may be 50 or 500 
children in this group we 
just don't know at this point." 

Group homes, receiving 
homes and therapeutic foster 
homes will cost the govern¬ 
ment $16 million this year.

Residential and treatment 
programs for children will 
cost $16 million, and Ihe gov¬ 
ernment will be making a de¬ 
tailed statement later in the 
legislature on the number of 
places av ailable for children 
needing treatment.

a Georgetown University 
study says. 

Roth aspirin and its substi¬ 
tute. acetaminophen mar 
keted under such names as 
Tylenol, Nebs and Tempra 
are cheaper than codiene and 
available without prescrip¬ 
tion. The report said they 
have none of the known side 
effects of codeine, so a patient 
can function better immedi¬ 
ately after surgery. 

Dr. Stephen Cooper of GU's 
school of medicine and den¬ 
tistry, gave both codeine and 
acetaminophen to 160 persons 
who had wisdom teeth re¬ 
moved. An earlier experiment 
with aspirin Showed similar 
results.

BONN (AP) — German so¬ 
ciologists predict that by the 
year 2000 the Western world 
will be dominated by the mid¬ 
dle-aged. Pensioners will out¬ 
number teenagers. 

The revolutionary ferment 
of youth will be a thing of the 
past. Music, fashions and poli¬ 
tics will be dictated by the 
conservative taste of people in 
their 40s. 

These are some of the con¬ 
sequences of the pill, the so¬ 
ciologists say. 

While in Africa, Asia and 
the Third World generally the 
population explosion continues 
unabated, in the industrialized 
countries of the West, the 
Communist world and Japan 
the trend towards an older 
population has already set in. 

For the first time in 130 
years the German birthrate is 
falling behind, the West Ger¬ 
man government statistical 
office in Wiesbaden has re¬ 
ported. In the last three years 
more Germans died than 
came into the world. 

If the' trend is not stopped, 
by the turn of the century the 
population of West Germany 
will shrink from its present 62 
million to 57 million, say pop¬ 
ulation experts. 

The same signs are appar¬ 
ent throughout Europe, in 

Protestant Sweden as in Cath¬ 


olic France, in Communist 
East Germany as in capitalist 
West Germany. 

The birth and death rates 
are nearing the point of bal¬ 
ance in the United States and 
the- Soviet Union, in Japan 
just as in Switzerland. This 
means a stagnant and older- 
population. 

This simple biological fact, 
sociologists say, may be a 
more powerful determinant of 
the future of society and the 
ultimate fate of Western civi¬ 
lization than the atom bomb, 
the energy crisis or the con¬ 
quest of space. 

A declining population 
would radically change most 
of the assumptions of econom¬ 
ic planners. Instead of the 
present shortage of houses 
and schools there will be a 
surplus. Less food and less 
power will be needed. There 
will be fewer people of work¬ 
ing-age to support those too 
old to work. Insurance ex¬ 
perts estimate that the social 
security contributions deduct¬ 
ed from wages will have to be 
increased by 50 per cent. 

Already the first symptoms 
of the deeling birthrate are 
visible in West Germany. 

More than 25 maternity hos¬ 
pital and natal clinics have 
closed down. Only 258,000 
baby carriages and strollers 


were sold last year — 40 per 
cent fewer than six years ago. 

Many midwives are under¬ 
employed. Ironically, some 
are being retrained as ad¬ 
visers in family planning. A 
maker of baby food faced 
with dwindling sales, re¬ 
marked grimly: "We shall 
have to try to keep them on 
the stuff.until they are three.” 

Other firms are trying to 
open up alternative markets 
by selling baby food as an in¬ 
valid and slimming diet.

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Barrett stays silent in opposition attacks 


Premier Barrett was still 
under fire in the Legislature 
Monday as debate on his de¬ 
partment’s estimates moved 
into the second week. 

In the first week, Barrett 
was on his ffcet to challenge 
the criticism of almost every 
speaker in the house. He sat 
silent for so long Monday that 
he was finally asked by Gor¬ 
don Gibson (L-North Van- 
couver-Capilanoi: "Is this si¬ 
lence week?” 

Barrett said it wasn't. 
"You’re .iust asking the same 
old stuff, you’re filibus¬ 
tering,” he said. 

Gibson wanted to know why 
the provincial government 
had sold its option on 10 per 
rent of the shares in the Bank 
of B.C. to an eastern interest 
in Toronto and for how much 
the options had been sold. 

When Barrett didn’t answer 
for a moment, Gibson asked if 
there was something wrong 
with the premier 

“Yes,” answered Barrett. 
“There is something wrong 
with me. I've been trying to 
listen to you and I regret it.” 


He said the share options 
had been sold and promised 
to reveal the price later. 

“I want to get one thing 
clear,” he said. "If you are 
saying this government 
should be in the marketplace 
for a financial institution 
you’ll get the opportunity to 
vote for a new' financial insti¬ 
tution in this session.” 

The answer was an obvfets*' 
reference t» the "people's 
bank” promised by Barrett 
earlier this year. He has stat¬ 
ed that the new bank will con¬ 
centrate on low-interest loans 
and mortgages to assist lower 
income families. 

Earlier, Garde Gardon iLr 
Vancouver-Point Grey) had 
asked why Barrett refused to 
make a decision on the need 
for an auditor-general in B.C. 

"He gives no explanation 
why we shouldn't have one,” 
he said "Other than to con¬ 
fuse the matter with a comp¬ 
troller-general, which is en¬ 
tirely different." 

Barrett did not respond. 

Gardon also wanted to know 
why the five per cent sales

fax remained on non-prescrip¬ 
tion drugs. 

Gardon said it seemed 
strange that "chocolate bars, 
chewing gum, and I suppose 
cat food, are exempt from the 
five per cent sales tax, while 
non-prescription drugs for 
health are nof. It’s ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

There was no response from 
the premier. 

He said the premier had. 
after listening to a suggestion 
from the Liberals, made 
homeowner grants available 
to Indians on reserves. “But 
why drop just one pea in the 
pot?” he asked. “All services, 
electricity and all the rest, 
should be equally available to 
them.” 

There was no response from 
Barretl. 

William Bennett (SC-South 
Okanagan) wanted to know if 
Barrett was thinking of insti¬ 
tuting a system of daily cash 


flow charts to control spend¬ 
ing 

“Will you have daily reports 
on cash flow?” he asked. "If 
human resources starts to 
overgp en d again, which 
branches will you curtail? If 
there’s a shortfall in reve¬ 
nues, will you go into a deficit 
budget?” 

Barrett continued to read 
his mail. 


Opposition Leader William 
Bennett says the public works 
department is wasting money 
on leasing office space and 
leaving it vacant and he 
wants to know what will be 
done to correct the situation. 

As a case in point, he told 
the Legislature during ques¬ 
tion period Monday, the de¬ 
partment leased office space 
in the Oxford Building in 
Prince George last August 
and it is still vacant. 


Public Works Minister Wil¬ 
liam Hartley said his depart¬ 
ment took no steps to lease 
until a need is shown, but 
sometimes it was necessary 
to make design changes for 
particular needs. He said he 
would provide the house with 
answers later. 

Outside the house later. 
Bennett said the government 
leased space in the Lake City 
Development at Burnaby and 
it is being used only to house 
a few old trucks. 

"These two cases are shock^ 
ing enough.” he said, "but I 
want to know the policy for 
anticipating needs and requir¬ 
ing space in advance. I want 
to know if this is being repeat¬ 
ed over and over. That’s a lot 
of money to waste."

“After all, France is my 
civilization and everything I 
was raised on.

1 
think everything starts and 
ends in France.” 

Leslie’s burst of patriotism 
was sincei*e. She hasn’t lived 
in her native land since she 
was 18, leaving there after 
achieving overnight stardom 
in her first movie, American 
in Paris. 

"I tried to make my perma¬ 
nent home in Paris two years 
ago. I still have many rela¬ 
tives there,” she said. “We 
even shipped our furniture to 
France. But Michael (hus¬ 
band Michael Laughlin) must 
stay here to prodcce films.” 

'Plough Leslie may be star¬ 
ring in an avante-garde pic¬ 
ture, she is not above making 
the commercially slick Holly¬ 
wood product too. 

She has written and sold a 
television movie script to Uni¬ 
versal. 

“I got tired of waiting for 
good parts to come my way.” 
she said. "So I decided to 
become a film maker. I hope 
some day to develop a style 
like Francois Truffaut.”

“The best example is Rules 
of the Game.

Premier Barrett has chal¬ 
lenged leaders of the opposi¬ 
tion parties to go to his office 
lo be told in confidence which 
Arab country loaned B.C.

fidence" to the leaders of the 
three opposition parties. He 
said that information had al¬ 
ready been filed in confidence 
with the attorney-general of 
the province. 

If the opposition leaders 
find the country "irrespon¬ 
sible" or connected with the 
mafia or unacceptable in 
other ways, they- are thfttf 
• free to publicly announce the 
name," the premier said. 

But he added that there was 
a stipulation. "If." he said, 
emphasizing the word, "you 
are going to be responsible.

Wallace pointed out that he 
had not been pushing the 
question as the other two op¬ 
position leaders had. 


"As n matter of fact," he 
said. "I've made private in- * 
quirles and I find that it’s not 
lhat unusual. I’d be interested 
to know the name of the 
country but I’m not as con¬ 
cerned as the other parties 
are." 

The terms of the loan have 
been made public, he said, 
and only the name of the 
country has not been re- A 
leased. 

"The record shows that I've 
not touched on this question in 


my speeches. Will I go to the 
premier? I’ll think about it.” 

But Wallace did go to the 
premier's office shortly after 
the interview. 

"I knocked on thp door of 
his inner sanctum." he said. 

"The door opened and there 
was a cleaning lady with a tin 
of wax in one hand and a 
l>olishing rag in the other. 
She said the premier's 
gone'.’’ 

Asked if he will go back, 
Wallace said "probably.”

Garden notes 



Earlier tliis year I de¬ 
scribed the three new gladio¬ 
lus — Green Lilac, Highstyle 
and Summer Snow — which 
were honored by the rare dis¬ 
tinction of an All America 
Award, an accolade which has 
been bestowed upon only 52 of 
the thousands of varieties on 
the market. 

Bulbs of these new prize¬ 
winning varieties are neces¬ 
sarily expensive and will con¬ 
tinue to cost quite a bit until 
the stock of available bulbs 
has been built up to meet the 
demand. 

k k k 

Today I think we might 
take a look at some of the 
older and cheaper varieties. 

As I have pointed out be¬ 
fore, a high-priced bulb 
doesn’t necessarily make a 
prettier flower — the price is 
governed more by the 
newness and rarity of the 
bloom — and some of the old- 
timers can still make a most 
impressive display, both in 
the garden and as a cut flow- 


About the earliest of all the 
large glads in our garden is 


Friendship, a fine pink flower 
with a husky constitution and 
one - which has been around 
for quite a few years now. 

Last year, though, we grew 
a few bulbs of one called Pink 
Giant which bloomed only a 
few days later than Friend¬ 
ship and with much larger, 
lightly ruffled flowers and a 
lovely cream throat. 

★ ★ ★ 

Strawberries and Cream is 
a particularly lovely glad in a 
pink and cream blend with a 
red base. 

Blue Lagoon, somewhat 
taller than most of our glads, 
blooms in a sky blue shade 
with a touch of white in the 
throat, while Banana Split is 
a heavily ruffled bright yellow 
with a cherry blotch in the 
throat. 

Sugar Plum is an exception¬ 
ally well-formed glad with 
velvety petals in a deep royal 
purple shade. 

Peppermint Twist combines 
red, white and rose shades in 
a most interesting way, while 
Sierra Snow makes a tall 
spike of huge .heavily ruffled 
petals in pure white. 


Isle of Capri is one of our 
special favorites in a spar¬ 
kling salmon orange shade. 
Canary Bird is a singularly 
clean yellow flower, while 
Pink Petticoat is a fresh, glis¬ 
tening pink shade with some¬ 
what larger flowers than the 
average gladiolus. 

★ ★ ★ 

Garden Party blooms in a 
crushed strawberry shade. 
Lilac and Chartreuse has ruf¬ 
fled deep mauve or lilac 
petals with pale green throat 
and lips — one of our flower- 
arranging neighbors is quite 
mail about this one — while 
Black Swan is a very dark 
maroon with a velvety texture 
to its ruffled petals. 

★ ★ ★ 

We have three different 
green gladiolus in our cutting 
garden, and these, too ,are 
unusually popular with our 
flower-arranging neighbors. 

Green Woodpecker is an 
early-blooming lemon green, 
Green Ice is a greenish 
cream, deeper in the centre 
and with lightly ruffled petals, 
and Lemon Lime, making a 




tall spike of ruffled petals in a 
deep lime green shade. 

As you may have noticed, 
our modem gladiolus are 
making bigger plants with 
taller spikes and wider 
florets, to the point where 
they are becoming almost too 
overpowering for the average 
home floral arrangement or 
table centrepiece. 

★ ★ -k 

The answer to this is the 
race of miniature gladiolus, 
many of them with stems not 
more than 18 inches tall, with 
thinner, more wiry stems and 
smaller florets, making 
slender, graceful spikes which 
fit beautifully into vase and 
dish arrangements. 

A few of our favorite minia¬ 
tures are Bit O’ Sunshine, 
bright yellow with feathery 
ruffled petals; Pinky, a 
bright, glowing pink with a 
white throat; Toy Clown, rose 
with a green blotch; Little 
America in bright red without 
markings; Bit O’ Honey, apri¬ 
cot-orange with a salmon 
overlay and ruffled petals, 
and Pistachio, a soft green 
with a reddish brown throat. 


Any April fools left? 


April Fool’s day is approaching, which means it’s not. a 
moment too. soon to start training against hoaxes. For in¬ 
stance, are you ready — really ready — for the people who 
will tell you that April Fool’s day has been switched to the 
first Monday of the month? Well, they're in front of their 
mirrors, practicing plausibility right now. And here you are, 
with your eyes sort of glazed and your mouth half-open, 
saying: "Gee, no kidding?" 

Every age gets the hoax it deserves. This is our text for 
April Fool’s Day, 1975. Take the 19th century — absolutely 
agog with Earwinism. How many "missing-link” hoaxes were 
perpetrated upon it! Well into the 20th centrury every 
country moor seemed to promise its Piltown man, every pond 
its Loch ness monster. 

By the 1930s, when science-and-technology was near its 
zenith as a secular faith, a news photograph was picked up 
by American papers, showing a German aviator wearing 
skis for landing gear, a tail fin as stabilizer, and a myster¬ 
ious double-box on his chest. Blowing into this box, the text 
solemnly explained, he drove a rotor which crea/ted suction, 
and Nature, abhorring a vacuum, thus took him whither he 
huffed.

According to the "evidence," this birdman was gasping 
mightliy away at an altitude of six or seven feet while three 
friends, doing even more gasping, ran along below. 

Pictures don’t lie. Where would the hoax be today with¬ 
out the act of iliogic on the part of the gulled? 

After the Missing-Link hoax and the Marvelous New- In¬ 
vention hoax comes the Masterpiece hoax. If there is one 
thing we understand less — and accept more — than evolu¬ 
tion of technology, it is modern art. 

A while back a Philistine fellow named Smith picked up a 
brush and slapped out a painting of a not-very-convincing 
banana. Calling his pseudo-Gauguin atrocity "exaltation," he 
signed it Pavel Jerdanowitch and wrote his own notes. 

He was, it appeared, a member of the "Disumbrationist” 
school who had been born in Moscow and come to maturity 
as an artist in the South Seas. 

The mysterious Jerdanowitch produced three more paint¬ 
ings. exhibited and praised as "pathfinding’’ originals both in 
the United States and France. Smith finally tired of the joke 
and blew his own cover, at which point the art connoisseurs, 
stuck with their hcwfannahs, said the chap had a lot more 
talen than he knew.

Now we come to 1975 and the question: What is the hoax 
that represents our time? In a recent issue of Harper's Week¬ 
ly we may have our perfect case: Bogart F. Thompson of 
Montclair, N.J. 

Thompson describe shimself as an early morning surf- 
caster with a fondness for bird-watching and plenty of "time 
for foolishness,” thanks to early retirement.

In additioin, he confesses to "a streak of eccentricity that 
evinces itself every two or three generations in my family." 
These factors joined together to produce what may be calld 
the Big Bogart Bird hoax. 

One morning as he was surfcasting where Sagg Pond 
joins the Atlantic Ocean, Mr. Thompson asked himself what 
would happen if enormous footprints were discovered on the 
sand — such as might be left bya fabulous, five-or-six-foot, 
slightly overweight gull. 

Studying up on the walking habits of gulls — "Do they 
put one foot in front of the other" etc.—he constructed two 
plywood platforms, with whittled pine "talons" attached to 
the bottom and a pair of old sneakers mounted on top. Then 
he practiced and practiced until he was ready. 

★ ★ ★ 

Landing his boat on the shore one misty morning, Thomp¬ 
son laid down as expert a set of eight-inch tracks as you 
would hope to see on your neighborhood beach. 

His only concern was that he would be spotted — "a mid¬ 
dle-aged screwball with a poor sense of balance.” clodding 
about in the biggest platform shoes in fashion history. He 
never could have anticipated the thing tliat did happen: no¬ 
body paid the slightest attention. 

Once or twice a week Thompson repeated his almost 
pathetically stereotypical hoax, w'aiting for the stereotypical 
responses—"frantic telephone calls for the Audubon Society 
or the Museum of Natural History.” 

Police, he dreamed, would fence off the erea. A small 
army of bird-watchers would hide in the dunes, waiting for 
the Big Bogart Bird. , 

Returning to the scene of his crime at midday, Thompson 
took to buttonholing strangers and calling attention to the 
tracks himself: "It must be the largest bird on the Atlantic 
coast. Migrating, too. I’ve never seen such tracks before." 

Nothing. Absolutely nothing. 

★ ★ ★ 

If every hoax — and its response — makes a comment on 
the age, what does this sensational non-response say about 
us? Are we so distracted by following the footprints of the 
economy that we have no time for anything else? Or are we 
so skeptical that we don't believe even in little bird-tracks? 

And where then will the duped — evidently the latest 
shortage — be found to play stooges on April Fool's Day? 
Perhaps it is the hoaxster, now rehearsing in front of his mir¬ 
ror, who is the last innocent left. 
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Thoughts at iArge: 

"Brute force" need not be physical 
— the expert or intellectual who over¬ 
whelms the layman with words and 
phrases he does not understand is being 
just as much a bully as one who uses 
physical force to persuade.

What governments call "security" is 
in too many ca4fe*£imply the insecurity 
of the people running the operation.

What almost no<adolescents (and few 
adults) learn until it is too late was 
expressed with admirable terseness by 
Thomas Huxley, when he said, "A 
man’s worst difficulties begin when he 
is able to do as he likes."

(or so we are told I but it is people who 
are killed, while the Ideology lives on to 
rear its ugly head in some other place 
and other form. (Sometimes within us.)

The "unprovoked aggression" by ju¬ 


venile delinquents that so puzzles and 
angers us have been provoked — by the 
pressure of an environment that left lit¬ 
tle outlet for the legitimate expression 
of feelings.

Not what a person laughs at, but 
what he fails to laugh at, is a surer in¬ 
dication of his character. Generally, 
what he does not find "funny" about 
himself is the most vulnerable part of 
his nature.

Speaking of that subject, "laughter" 
is perhaps the oddest word in the En¬ 
glish language — can you think of an¬ 
other verb whose noun form ends in 
"ter"?

Holdup plays at no-trump 
contracts are quite common 
The purpose is to cut com¬ 
munications between defen¬ 
ders to stop the run of a long 
suit. Most often the holdup 
play is quite obvious 
However, in some hands the 
play is well concealed and 
declarer must do some ad¬ 
vance thinking 

Today's hand is a good ex 
ample of an unusual holdup

The bidding was m the 
four-card major slvle with 
South's rehtd in no-trump 
showing little extra Many 
American pairs would use up 
an extra round of bidding 
with all suits bid up the lad¬ 
der hut the final contract 
would he the same. 

West - led the spade seven 
and East played the king The 
routine play of the ace seems 
automatic since it assures 
declarer of another spade 
trick hut it is a loser. Suppose 
South wins the spade ace A 
diamond is led to dummy and

A common cancer killer of 
children now may be treated 
by a combination of two 
drugs, one a potent poison 
and the other a "lifeguard” 
w-hich rescues normal cells 
from death by poisoning. 

Dr. Isaac Djerassi of the 
Mercy Catholic Medical 
Centre, Darby, Pa., reported 
that six of 12 children treated 
for cancer of the lymph 
glands, are alive and 
well. Dr. Djerassi reported 


the results at his treatment 
at the American Cancer So¬ 
ciety’s annual science writ¬ 
ers' seminar Monday. 

Cancer of the lymph glands 
may grow as a tumor mass in 
one or many sites in the body. 
It involves lymphosarcoma 
and reticulum cell sarcomas 
both non-Hodgkins types of 
lymphomas. It is estimated 
that 10,000 cases of this 
cancer, 10 per cent of which 
will be in children, develop 
each year in the United 


States. In 1975 alone, 7,800 are 
expected to die of this dis¬ 
ease. 

One drug, methotrexate, is 
an extremely toxic substance, 
poisonous to normal cells as 
well as cancer cells. The 
other drug citrovorum, is a 
naturally-produced enzyme 
which can be manufactured in 
ample quantities in a labora¬ 
tory. This drug rescues the 
normal cells from death after 
the cancer cells are poisoned 
by methotrexate.

OTTAWA i UP It Labor 
Minister .John Munro said 
Monday the federal govern¬ 
ment soon will raise the fed¬ 
eral minimum wage to make 
it the highest in Canada. Brit¬ 
ish Columbia's is $2.30. 

Munro, speaking during a 
meeting between the Canadi¬ 
an Labor Congress and the 
cabinet, diet not disclose the 
proposed new minimum ■ 
wage, which stands at $2.20 i 
an hour. 

But he said it would he less 
than the $3 an hour proposed 
by CLC in its annual brief to 
the government. 

CLC president Joe Morns, a 
native of Nanaimo, praised 
Munro's announcement. 

Ryt the labor minister said 
the government was not: pre- 
, pared at present to accept an¬ 
other idea proposed by CLC 
that the minimum wage 
level he tied to the consumer 
price index. 


THE RULES: 

• Effective January i, 1975. residential 
rent increases are limited to 10 6% of 
the rent presently being charged. This 
rule applies to any dwelling containing 
two or more rented units, and will be 
administered by the Rent Review Com¬ 
mission The rule also applies tq single 
family dwellings. 

• Tenants can legally refuse to pay any 
rent increase over the 10 6% limit, sub¬ 
ject to the exceptions specified in the 
legislation. Tenants cannot be evicted 
for non payment of illegal rent 
increases 

• There must be at least a twelve 
month interval between one rent 
increase and the next, and tenants 
must be given at least three months' 
notice of any rent increase. 

• Notice of Rent Increase forms sup¬ 
plied to landlords by the Rent Review 
Commission, must be used. These are 
the only valid forms (or notice of any 
residential rent increase. 

Questions relating to landlord-ten¬ 
ant matters other than rant increases 
should be directed to tha Office of the 
Rentalsman, 525 Seymour Street. Van¬ 
couver. B.C. V6B 3H7. Telephone: 689- 
0811. Out of town, call collect. 


SOME EXCEPTIONS: 

• Half a duplex, when the owner lives in 
the other half (or basement suite, when 
the owner lives in the remainder of the 
house) is exempt from the 10.6% limit. 

• Certain major renovations may 
entitle an owner to increase rents over 
the 10.6% limit. These improvements 
must have been started since May 3. 
1974, and do not include normal 
maintenance and repairs. Landlords 
may consult the Rent Review Commis¬ 
sion for details, particularly if planning 
renovations which might justify rent 
increases. 

• Residential premises, except mobile 
home pads, being rented for the first 
time on or after January 1. 1974, are 
exempt from the 10.6% rent increase 
limit for a period of five years. 

• Premises renting for more than $500 
per month are exempt from the 10.6% 
increase limit. 

• Mobile home pad rent increases may 
exceed 10.6%, but only if prior approval 
is received from the Rent Review Com¬ 
mission.

Thais cut of arms-aid flights 

Viet rebels slice 
country in two

North Vietnamese and Viet Cong forces seized 
Uvo more provinces Monday to cut South Vietnam in 
two and Western diplomats reported government 
troops began abandoning the former imperial capital 
of Mud to the communists. 

ScAilh Vietnamese com¬ 
manders decided to abandon 
Hue late Monday night, and 
troops immediately began 
heading for seaport of Tan 
My, six miles to the east. 

The loss of Hue, 400 miles 
north of Saigon, is the biggest 
setback to anti-communist 
forces in Indochina since the 
rebels took control of Hanoi in 
1954. 

About 20,000 South Vietnam¬ 
ese troops the equivalent of 
two divisions of the best 
forces in the South Vietnam¬ 
ese military-were in Hue 
when generals ordered it 
abandoned, the diplomats 
said. 

The withdrawal from Hue 
came after communist forces 
captured Quang Ngai and 
Tam Ky provinces, bringing 
to 11 the number or South 
Vietnam’s 44 provinces under 
complete control of the com¬ 
munists, about 50 per cent of 
the land area. 

In neighboring Cambodia, 
government forces lost more 
ground around Phnom Penh 
and high government officials 
were reported trying to get 
President Lon Nol to resign. 

In Thailand, Prime Minister 
Kukri t Pramoj said his 
country had decided to halt 
the U.S. arms airlift to Cam¬ 
bodia from Thailand but. will 
allow food shipments to con¬ 
tinue. 

“We don't supjvorl the arms 
shipment, but the airlift for 
food and other necessities 
must go on, tor humanitarian 
(reasons). This, we support," 
Kukrit told newsmen.

The office staff hud tasked that a letter, 
which authorized the former casual em¬ 
ployee’s job permanency, be rescinded and 
that no disciplinary action such as suspen¬ 
sions or wage cuts be enforced if they re¬ 
turned. 

Mrs. Belanger said their requests were ig¬ 
nored, including a counter-proposal asking 
that the casual employee lie laid off. A union 
spokesman said the employee was laid off. 

Mrs. Belanger said they will consult a 
lawyer to file a grievance with the letter car¬ 
riers union executive. 


Mayors smell 
B.C. gas cash 


The executive of the Union 
of B.C. Municipalities left 
Premier Barrett’s office Mon¬ 
day convinced that by mid- 
April they would receive good 
news on the financial front. 

Barrett said he made “no 
promises.” 

In the 1975-76 budget, Bar¬ 
ret pledged one-third of in¬ 
creased natural gas export 
prices to municipalities. He 
estimated that if Ottawa 
agreed to 51.50 per thousand 
cubic feet as the price for ex- 
jvort gas. B.C. municipalities 
would receive an extra $20 
million a year in revenues. 

The present price is $1 per 
ihousand cubic feet and it has 
been suggested that the price 
may rise in April to $1.35 per 
thousand. 

Mayor Muni Evers, New 
Westminster, first vice- 
president of the UBCM, said 
Barrett had given a strong in¬ 
dication he would win a 
higher price than $1.35 and 
probably even higher than 
$1.50 per thousand. 

Ladysmith Mayor Kay 
Grouhel, UBCM president, 
said she,* too, was optimistic 
that the money required by 
the municipalities would be 
forthcoming immediately fol¬ 
lowing the premier’s atten¬ 
dance at the April conference 
of provincial and federal of¬ 
ficials to discuss natural re¬ 
source taxes. 

“He assured us that imme¬ 
diately on his return he would 
let us know exactly how much 
we would lie receiving,” she 
said. “That will give us about 
four weeks to get our budgets 
in order.” 

Deadline for municipal bud¬ 
gets is May 15. 

The UBCM executive had 
asked Barrett to guarantee 
the $20 million in extra reve¬ 
nue whatever happens in Ot¬ 
tawa so that municipalities 
could draft their budgets now. 

In a brief to the premier,

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Doubled salmon output Ottawa goal 


VANCOUVER (CP) Fed¬ 
eral Fisherii*6 Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc announced 
Monday a government plan to 
double British Columbia’s 
salmon production value to 
$400 million by 199(1. 

The minister said in a state¬ 
ment that the plan could cost 
as much as $300 million dur¬ 
ing the nexi 15 years and 
would he implemented in co- 


operaiion with Hie provincial 
government. 

The plan involves the vise of 
artificial spawning channels, 
hatcheries and fishways to in¬ 
crease Pacific salmon stocks 
for the benefit of commercial 
and recreational fisheries and 
the food fishery of B.C. In¬ 
dians. 

“We could conceivably add 
25 million salmon to the B.C. 
commercial catch, increasing 


annual wholesale value of in¬ 
dustry production to $400 mil¬ 
lion.” said LeBlanc. “We 
could also triple the annual 
capacity of the sport salmon 
fishery to three million fishing 
days and have a thoroughly 
adequate Indian food fish¬ 
ery.” -( 

The minister said that plan¬ 
ning of development projects 
and facilities will begin this 
spring and continue for two 


years. He said he has already 
discussed the project with 
provincial Recreation Min¬ 
ister Jack Radford and the 
B.C. government "has 
expressed keen interest” in 
co-operating on the plan. 

LeBlanc said implementa- 
tion of the program will begin 
in 1977 or earlier on approval 
of the detailed proinvsals for 
construction and develop¬ 
ment. He said the two-year 


study will look into many 
aspects of salmon enhance¬ 
ment and will identify the 
best sites and designs for hai- 
cheries, artificial spawning 
channels and other facilities.

The South Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment sent troops along an 
arc 15 miles north of Saigon 
as the threat to the capital 
city itself increased. For the 
first time communist Soviet- 
made amphibious tanks were 
spotted south of Saigon in the 
Mekong Delta.

Aspirin use 
‘spreads’ 
cold virus 

CHICAGO if PI) Use of 
aspirin in treating the com¬ 
mon cold may increase the 
spread of cold viruses to 
others, a University of Illinois 
study concluded Monday. 

The study, published in the 
Journal of the American Med- , 
ical Association, suggested 
the use of aspirin in treating 
colds "should he re-evaluat¬ 
ed." 

It said two trials on young 
adults showed that aspirin in¬ 
creased the production of 
common cold viruses and the 
likelihood of spreading it to 
others. 

"Aspirin treatment’ ap¬ 
peared to cause a highly sig¬ 
nificant increase in the rate of 1 
virus shedding in treated sub¬ 
ject.” the report said. “The 
increase in virus shedding 
must toe considered an ad¬ 
verse event that could influ¬ 
ence ihe course ol the disease 
in the individual and increase 
the likelihood of the spread of 
the infection to contacts." 

Dr. George Jackson, profes¬ 
sor of Medicine and chief of 
the infectious diseases depart¬ 
ment of thf university's col¬ 
lege of medicine in Chicago, 
said the tests found that 
aspirin's effect on reducing 
virus infection "was not sta¬ 
tistically significant.”

. . . the favorite 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla, 
(UPI) Arnold Palmer no 
longer rates as a favorite to 
win golf tournaments. But 
don’t tell that to his many 
fans. 

Although he wound up eight 
strokes behind winner Larry 
Ziegler in the Greater Jack¬ 
sonville Open which conclud¬ 
ed Sunday, Palmer was the 
man who drew most cf the 
68,000 who attended the tour¬ 
nament. 

Now 45 years old and 
winless in more than two 
years, Palmer is still the gal¬ 
lery favorite every time he 
shows up for a tournament. 


The gallery affection for Ar¬ 
nold Palmer dates back near¬ 
ly 20 years. Winner of 61 PGA 
events and the first golfer to 
pass the $1 million mark in 
earnings, Palmer is credited 
by fellow gplfers and fans 
alike for being the man who 
made golf the big spectator 
attraction it is today. 

It all started back when a 
young Arnold Palmer, a 
boyish grin under curly hair, 
was putting on late charges to 
win major tournaments. 

The fans ignore the fact 
that Palmer's last good year 
was 1971, that he has been no 
higher than 25th on the money 


list since then, and that lie 
has not won since capturing 
the 1973 Hope Classic. 

As one lady said here this 
past week. stopping Palmer 
en route from the 18th green 
to a news conference, “I’ll be 
cheering for you, Arnie, even 
when you no longer break 
100 .” 

“Thank you, I think," 
Palmer replied. 

Arnold Palmer's hair is now 
thin and graying. He has to 
wear glasses to play. But 
Palmer does not admit to 
being “over the hill." 

“I haven’Nplayed all that 
badly the past few years," he 


said^ “I simply haven't been 
able io put two or three good 
rounds together in any one 
tournament.” 

Palmer appeared to be 
doing just that this past week 
when he had a pair of four- 
under-par 6tte in the first two 
rounds. 

“They were fair to good 
rounds," said Palmer, three 
strokes behind Mike Morley 
at the time. “Now. I’ve got to 
go out there and shoot two re- 
^ally good rounds." 

As it turned out, a couple 
more “fair to good rouhds" 
were all Palmer needed to 
win here. But he had a one- 


over 73 on Saturday and skied 
to a three-over 75 on Sunday 
to wind up at four-under 284. 

One of the lesser known 
golfers on the tour would have 
been happy with that. After 
all, it earned Palmer $1,808 
and raised his earnings for 
the year to close to $35,000. 

But, like amateur Jerry 
Pate said earlier in the week, 
“Arnold Palmer doesn’t play 
golf for money. He’s already 
got more than he can count. 
Arnold Palmer plays because 


he loves golf and because he 
wants to win, wants to prove 
that he can excel in his cho¬ 
sen profession." 

Palmer went into the final 
round here Sunday just one 
stroke off the lead and at one 
point during the final round 
was tied for the lead. 

But a couple bad lies <qid a 
couple bad shots chased him 
out of contention. 

Palmer will be playing tliis 
week in the Heritage at Hilton 
Head, S.C. 


"I also plan to play at 
Greensboro the following 
week," he said. “1 want to 
play each week right into the 
Masters to get my game 
ready for that tournament." 

Palmer has won the 
Masters four times, but not 
since 1964. Jack Nicklaus, 
also a four-time winner and 
winner three times since 
Palmer’s last triumph, likes 
to take the week off before 
the Masters to practice at Au¬ 
gusta.

PORT ALBERNI City 
council is split on whether to 
support the building of a new 
$4.9 million sports complex in 
the city, an issue which will 
he decided by voters in an 
April 28 referendum.

That would 
mean if you own a home 
assessed at $6,000 the new 
sportplex will cost you two 
mills or $1 a month.” 

About government financing 


McLean said it is simply a 
matter of waiting to see if as¬ 
surances are obtained from 
both the province and federal 
governments. 

“Certainly, the district will 
not go ahead with ihe plan 
unless these assurances are 
received," he said.

While some 
environmentalists seem to ig¬ 
nore this factor, blind aecep- 
tance of dire predictions of 
massive layoffs is equally 
unrealistic." 

'Hie MLA is confident care¬ 
ful consideration of all view¬ 
points will be taken by the 
cabinet before a decision is 
reached. 

She said the Tsitika-Schoen 
question, involving the future 
of the last major unlogged 
watershed on the east coast, 
involves two fundamental 
issues: economic versus eco¬ 
logical concerns, and dec ision 
making by government as o[>- 
posed to the logging compa¬ 
nies. 

Ms. Sanford recalled that it

Peden wins Esquimalt seat

alderman Robert Peden’s wife, Candy, as election 
results are announced Saturday. 


A 29-year-old real estate marketing consultant 
will sit on Esquimalt council for the next nine 
months. 

Robert Peden, of 676 Grenville, was elected to 
the council'seat after 2,003 of the municipality’s 
7,703 eligible voters — 26 per cent — cast ballots 
in a byelection called after Aid. George McCieadie 
resigned. 

Peden got 36.6 per cent of the votes cast (733) 
at the polling station in the recreation centre on 
Fraser Street. 

It was his second bid for a council seat. 

He first ran last November, when he lost by 
54 votes. . 

His victory Saturday came with a large plur¬ 
ality of the votes cast. His closest opponent, Harley 
Robertson, of 463 Fraser, managed only 532 votes, 
26.5 per cent of those cast. 

Robertson was the unofficial candidate of the 
Esquimalt NDP machine, having been endorsed by 
the party constituency membership. 

The other NDP candidate, Education Minister 
Eileen Dailly’s husband James, polled only 19 votes, 
for a meagre .9 per cent of the vote, fewer than any 
other candidate. 

Daillv tried to withdraw from the byelection 


two weeks ago, for "personal reasons”, but was too 
late — his name stood. 

But the Esquimalt NDP constituency annual 
dinner was told last week that Dailly had with¬ 
drawn as an active campaigner “for the welfare of 
our party and our cause.” 

The only other candidate who claimed party 
support — Stanley Loeppky, of 3883 Rowland in 
Saanich, and who claimed Liberal backing — also 
fared poorly, placing seventh. 

Loeppky managed 25 voles, for 1.3 per cent of 
those cast. 

Final tally of votes cast (not including about 
5 per cent of spoiled ballots): Robert Peden, 733, 
36.6 per cent; Harley Robertson, 532, 26.6; Sherri 
Robinson, 245, 12.2; Lillian Dixon, 137, 6.8; Albert

Loeppky, 25, j.3; James Dailly, 19, 0.9.

A cure for multiple sclerosis 
is just around the corner, and 
the final answer to the puz¬ 
zling disease of the nervous 
system could be discovered 
by a Canadian, according to 
Dr. William Mcllroy, chair¬ 
man of the Multiple Sclerosis 
Society's medical advisory 
board in Canada. 

Potential forms of treat¬ 
ment can now be tried on 
humans, added McOroy, and 
research is moving from the 
test tube and laboratory to 
multiple sclerosis patients. 

“We are now at the point 
where, although we haven't 
got the final answer, a 
number of really reputable re¬ 
searchers are becoming en¬ 
thusiastic and saying that we 
really are coming down the 
final stretch towards conquer¬ 
ing this disease." 

Mcllroy w:as in Victoria to 
attend the 25th anniversary 
meeting of the Victoria and 
Vancouver Island Multiple 
Sclerosis Society held at The 
Empress Saturday. 

Mcllroy said there has been 
a tremendous increase in re¬ 
search not only in Canada but 
in all parts of the world over 
the last five years. 

“The amount of knowledge 
we have about the disease has 
probably quadrupled in that 
period of time." he said. 

Research really started in 
Canada around 1967, but some 
of it was somewhat “Mickey 
Mouse." 

"But in the last few years 
we have some of the best 
ncuro-science researchers in 
Canada directing their atten¬ 
tion to this, and the present 
projects are first class," 
Mcllroy said. 

Researchers are working 
across Canada, for the most 
part in university medical 
schools. 

"We have some of the best 
researchers in the world, and 
it is entirely possible tlvat the 
final piece of the puzzle will 
be dropped into place by a 
Canadian." 

However; he added, scien¬ 
tists are co-operating to en¬ 
sure there is no duplication of 
effort in universities or in 
other countries. 

Now that research is mov¬ 
ing to patient care, massive 
sums are needed to continue 
the work, Canadian president 
Pete Lowry said. 

"We are launclune a cam¬ 
paign to raise $5 million for 
research in Canada." said 
Lowry. Half of that sum has 
been pledged by private in¬ 
dustry and other donors, 
while the rest will have to be 
raised in the various divisions 
across Canada. 

"This kind of research is* 
very expensive because you 
arc moving into clinical situa¬ 
tions which have to be rigidly 
controlled. 

"We are now dealing with 
people, not. animals, but there 
is an optimistic attitude 
around the world that was not 
there two or three years ago. 
that we can beat MS, and we 
are going to do so. 

"Canadians cannot solve 
the problem by themselves, 
but we are playing a major 
role. We have the research 
centres and the researchers, 
and the money is here in this 
country to fund a great deal 
of research, and wo are going 
to make it happen." 

Researchers have concen¬ 
trated on immunology, viro¬ 
logy and genetics. said 
Mcllroy, and it may be that 
the disease occurs when all 
three factors come together in 
one person. 

There are benign and ma¬ 
lignant forms of the disease, 
he said. 

Some people, within six 
months of the onset of the 
disease, are very severely dis¬ 
abled, while others will he 
only slightly disabled afteivSO 
nr 40 years.

Former ghost house 
can’t fetch $79,000

Real estate prices may have skyrocketed 
in the Victoria area since last June, but at 
least one Oak Bay homeowner has found he 
can’t gel. as much for his house now as he 
could then. 

Of course, his house isn't an ordinary one. 

In fact, Fred Massie's house at 2564 Heron 
is reputed to be the first private dwelling 
ever built in Victoria and the oldest private 
residence still standing west of the Great 
Lakes. 

And that history, Massie told the Colonist 
Saturday, has forced him to drop his asking 
price for Tod House from $79,000 last June to 
$75,000. 

Massie was advertising the house at 
$79,000 in mid-1974, when Oak Bay council 
and the provincial government designated it 
a heritage site after he asked for permission 
lo demolish it. 

The designation means the house cannot 
be torn down and major alterations cannot 
be made. 

Massie was so disturbed by the designa¬ 
tion, he and his wife went to the Interior, 
where they also own Und, and took the house 
off the market. 

He returned earlier this year and again 
offered the house for sale for $89,000. 

Now he’s cut hack his asking price to 
$75,000, less than he “could have sold, the 
place for" in June 1974. 

He is selling the house for the same rea¬ 
son he has had to cut back his price, he said 
Saturday; government interference, without 
compensation. 

The heritage designation means the owner- 
lias to maintain the 124-year-old house in 
good condition, he said, and maintenance 
costs have gone up and are going up. 


As the house gets older, it becomes neces¬ 
sary to do more and more maintenance - 
none of which, because of the restrictions of 
the heritage designation, can seriously alter 
the nature and mood of the house. 

The owner, Massie said, has to pay for 
this maintenance, much of it necessitated by 
the designation as a heritage site. 

But the government won’t compensate 
the owner for it, even to the extent of tax 
breaks. 

For tax purposes, the value of the house 
keeps going up, he said, while the market 
value goes down. 

Faced with increasing maintenance costs. 
Massie has decided to sell, but those costs 
have meant lie has had to cut back his ask¬ 
ing price. 

Massie bought the house in 1971. exactly 
100 years after it was built by John Tod, a 
former Hudson's Bay Company factor. 

Tod House was, for years, reputed to be 
the home of one of Victoria's most famous 
ghosts, that of an Indian woman in chains 
who opened jam pots and biscuit tins and 
swung on doors; 

But Hie ghost disappeared in the early 
1950s, after workmen excavating for an oil 
furnace found a skeleton buried under Tod 
House’s foundation. 

The skull of the skeleton was never found, 
but an anatomist who examined the bones 
said they belonged to either an Oriental male 
or an Indian female and were about 50 years 
old. 

When an attempt was made to remove the 
bones, they turned to dust, disintegrating 
completely. 

So, according to the then-owners of the 
house, did the ghost, which never reappeared 
after the bones had been unearthed.

States because of the strike.

Dave Lomas, union regional 
vice-president, said in Van¬ 
couver the general mood of 
the membership is that 
"we’re against any kind of 
compulsory arbitration, legis¬ 
lation or whatever." 

He said there is always a 
possibility that longshoremen 
will, disobey the legislation, 
"but we’ll look at that in the 
morning and make a decision 
then."

are upset that the legislation 
includes them. 

The foremen, who joined 
the dock strike. during the 
weekend, are negotiating for 
a first contract.

About 20,000 South Vietnam¬ 
ese troops the equivalent of 
two divisions of the best 
forces in the South Vietnam¬ 
ese military—were in Hue 
when generals ordered ii 
abandoned, the diplomats 
said. 

The withdrawal from Hue 
came after communist loroes 
captured Quang Ngai and 
Tam Ky provinces, bringing 
to 11 the number of South 
Vietnam's 41 provinces under 
complete control of the com¬ 
munists, about 50 per ceni of 
the land area. 

In neighboring Cambodia, 
government forces lost more 
ground around Phnom Penh 
and high government officials 
were reported trying to gel 
President Lon Nol to resign 
In Thailand, Prime Minister 
Kukrit Pramoj said his 
country had decided to halt 
the U.S. arms airlift to Cam¬ 
bodia from Thailand but will 
allow food shipments to con¬ 
tinue. 

“We don't support the arms 
shipment, but the airlift for 
food and other necessities 
must go on, for humanitarian 
(reasons).

Doubled salmon output Ottawa goal 


VANCOUVER (CPI Fed- 
era 1 Fisheries Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc announced 
Monday a government plan to 
double British Columbia's 
salmon production value - to 
S100 million by 1990. 

The minister said in a state- 
menf’that the plan could cosi 
as much as $300 million dur¬ 
ing the next 15 years and 
would be implemented in co¬ 


operation with the provincial 
government.. 

The plan involves the use of 
artificial spawning channels, 
hatcheries and fishways to in¬ 
crease Pacific salmon stocks 
for the benefit of commercial 
and recreational fisheries and 
the food fishery of B.C. In¬ 
dians. 

"We could conceivably add 
25 million salmon to the B.C. 
commercial catch, increasing 


annual wholesale value of in¬ 
dustry production to $400 mil¬ 
lion," said LeBlanc. "We 
could also triple the annual 
capacity of the sport salmon 
fishery to three million fishing 
days and have a thoroughly 
adequate Indian food fish¬ 
ery." 

The minister said that plan¬ 
ning of development projects 
and facilities will begin this 
spring and continue for two 


years. He said he has., already 
discussed the project with 
provincial Recreation Min¬ 
ister Jack Radford and the 
B.C. government "has 
expressed keen interest" in 
•co-operating on the plan. 

LeBlanc said implementa¬ 
tion ol the program will begin 
in 1977 or earlier on approval 
of the detailed proposals for 
construction and develop¬ 
ment lie said the two-year 


study will look into many 
aspects of salmon enhance¬ 
ment and will identify the 
best sites and designs for hat¬ 
cheries, artificial spawning 
channels and other facilities. 

Construction of enhance¬ 
ment facilities will continue at 
the present level ol $2 million 
a year until the program is

Gordon Head, normally supplies 60 per 
cent of the daffodils which reach eastern 
markets for Easter. 

But because of an unusually early 
Easter and a cold wel spring. Van¬ 
treight. the. Island's only commercial 
daffodil grower, is so far behind be will 
only be able lo harvest about 10 per cent 
of his crop. 

The King Alfred daffodil, cultivated 
by Vantreight. usually ripens quicker 
than Ix>wer Mainland varieties because of 
the Island's moderate climate. 


11 is a Weak advantage this year, ac¬ 
cording to son Ian Vantreight, who said, 
"It is a matter of costs this year, not 
profits." 

He said In an interview that 10 million 
blooms are usually picked and shipped 
for Easter hut "we ll be lucky if we can 
pick a million in time for Easter this 
year." 

Vantreight daffodil fields, normally 
golden with flowers at this time of year, 
are still a uniform green and instead ol 
hundreds of pickers, usually hired in the 
spring, only 40 are working in the fields. 

Daffodils not mature enough for cut¬ 
ting in time for Easterjvill remain in the 
fields, and they will bloom again next 
year. 

"It will he good for the bulbs but no¬ 
body else.” said Vantreight.

The span was lifted to allow 
marine traffic access to the 
upper harbor, which had been 
sealed off by constant CUPE 
picketing on the bridge. 

In another development, 
construction work on the $4.5 
million Bay Village complex 
in Janies Bay halted Monday 
when CUPE picket lines were 
respected by about 70 
members of the building 
trade$ council. 

Wayne Parmer, general 
manager of Farmer Construc¬ 
tion. which is building the re¬ 
sidential-commercial centre 
for Standard Life Assurance 
Co., said I he company will go 
before the Labor Relations 
Board today or Wednesday 
asking for an injunction 
against the picketing. « 

Walker said the site was 


picketed because Parmer 
Construction was using "scab 
inspectors." Municipal build¬ 
ing inspections have been cur¬ 
tailed by the municipal strike- 
lockout . 

Farmer said the allegation 
is "totally false" and inspec¬ 
tions have been done by the 
people who normally do them. 

"It’s an illegal picket line." 
Farmer said adding that it 
will be "very costly" if the 
project is shut down for any 
length of time.

have in Ontario with 1.500 
youngsters in jail." 

Before he joined the govern¬ 
ment. in 1972, Levi was a so¬ 
cial worker. 

"It was sickening," he said, 
"to see the number of people 
I was dealing with who had 
been apprehended, had been 
foster children, and mucked 
around with for years.” 

Children who were pul into 
care rarely found a home 
when they were released and 
usually wound up in mental 
hospitals, on welfare pro¬ 
grams or in adult prisons. 

"We are not prepared tn 
perpetuate a system which 
failed before." 

Levi said people are being 
told, "If you can do good 
work, and set <up programs 
for senior citizens and han 
dicapped kids, you will also 
have to do something for the 
kids in your community that 
happen to get into trouble." 

Programs being used by the 
government to deal with chil¬ 
dren include special services 
lo families. The government 
is looking for people, such a* 
teachers or nurses, who could 
work under supervision on 
short-term contracts to help 
families with problems. 

About 2.000 children arr in¬ 
volved in this program, which 
l^evi said is "the only waj to 
go" in keeping children in the 
community. 

"We want to gel help In 
these families before the kids 
get. into trouble." said Levi 
In other cases, children 
with problems can be dealt 
with in the community in 
group homes, therapeutic 
foster homes or residential 
treatment centres. 

For a very small number of 
children, containment is the 
only answer and the govern¬ 
ment is considering the besi 
way f<» deal with this prob¬ 
lem. 

"There may be 50 or 500 
children in this group we 
iusl don't know at this point 
Group homes, receiving 
homes and therapeutic foster 
homes will cost the govern¬

Residential and treatment 
programs for children will 
cost $16 million, and the gov 
ernment will be making a de¬ 
tailed statement later in Ihe 
legislature on the number nf 
places available for children 
needing treatment.
